It is faid by 
Ecclefiaſtic Authors that ſhe was the Daughter of SToL anus and EMERAR TIA, of the City of 
Bethlehem in Judea, who afterward became the Wife of Joacnim that dwelt at Nazareth, both of the 
Tribe of Ju Dan, and of the Royal Lineage of Dav 1d ; by whom, after 20 Years Conjunction in 
Wedlock, ſhe conceived and brought forth a Daughter, whom they named Ma R Y; the Queen of Au- 
gels, the glorious Virgin, as the Doctors of our Chriſtian Church ſtile her: Soon after whoſe Birth Jo A- 
CHIM her Father died, leaving St. Ax NE a Widow, aged about 37 Years; when ſhe took to Husband 
Crzoyrnas, by whom ſhe had another Daugher named MARV. After the Death of CLEOPHA 33 
ſhe married a third Huſband called SAL Mo, by whom ſhe had another Daughter, and named her alſo 
Mary. And the Reaſon of this Identity of Names given by St. Ax x to her Children, Agonal Wri- 
ters tell us, was for that an Angel told her, before her Conception of the Bleſſed Virgin, that that In- 
fant ſhould be filled with'the Holy Ghoſt from the Womb; and ſhe hoped that her other Children would 
imitate their Eldeſt Siſter in Grace and Virtue as well as in Name. That St. Ax NE was a Perſon of pure 
Virtue and Holineſs we need not doubt, notwithſtanding her threefold Marriage, ſince ſhe was ſo nearly 
related in Blood, or according to the Fleſh, to our Lo RD IESUS CHRIS r, as being but in the Third 
Degree from him.

Annum, which keeps daily imployed about the ſame 1000 Perſons, who, for the moſt Part, ſpend their 
Time in hard and dangerous Labours, as aforeſaid, in order to get a poor Livelihood for themſelves and 
Families; in the Purſuit of which, here and in other Places, many of thoſe poor Men yearly by ſad Ac- 

cidents loſe their Lives. V „ = 
The Natural Circumſtances of this Ball are a Subject worthy the Conſideration of the moſt ſage Vir- 
" Juofi (or Natural Philoſophers): For tho? it be a ſtupendous and amazing high Mountain, abutting upon 
the Triſh Sea, or St. George's Channel, riſing pyramidally from the ſame at leaſt go Fathom above the Sea 
and contiguous Lands, yet, on the Top thereof, under thoſe Sparr.ſtone Graves, or Burying-Plates, is diſ- 
cover'd by the Tinners Five Foot deep good Arable Land or Earth, Under that, for Six Foot deep 

more, is found a fine Sort of white and yellow Clay, of which Tobacco-Pipes have been made. Beneath 
this Clay is a Stratum or Laying of Sea-Sand and nice Totty Stones. Two or Three Hundred Fathoms from 
the Sea, and about Eighty Fathoms above it, under this Sand, is to be ſeen for about Five Foot deep no- 
thing but ſuch To/ty Stones as are uſually waſhed on the Sea-ſhore, and in many of them Grains of 71. 
Under thoſe Stones the Soil, or Matter of the Earth, for Five or Six Foot deep, is nothing to be ſeen 
but Carne-tyer, i. e. Spar-ſftone Land or Earth. Under which Srar-ftone Earth appears the firm Reck, 
through which Tin Loads are wrought, or purſued by the Tinners, Fifty, Sixty, and Seventy Fathoms - - 
deep. This Ball, or Lands containing this diverſified Matter, or Soil, contains about Eighty Acres in 


Circumference. It amuſeth moſt Men how the Earth, Clay, Sand, Jotiy Stones, or Spar-ſtone Land, 


ſhould get fo high above the ſolid Rocks to the Top of this Mountain, — unleſs Noat's Flood was indeed 
uni ver ſal, or at leaſt reached to this and, as the labouring Tinners from Tradition believe and tell us. 


More ſure I am, from Ocular Demonſtration, that a Quantity of the white Sort of Sand in this Ball or 
Fill, waſhed in a Stream or River of clear Water, will inſtantly turn the ſame Water into 2 milk-white 
Colour; and not to be diſcerned from Milk, as long as you continue to pour the faid Sand into the River.

About the Year 1684, in the Month of June, the Wife of one Johns, of J. revalſa in this Pariſh,

of free fiſning to the Tenants thereof. A River famous for an infinite Number of thoſe delicious Fiſhes 
called Salmons, which between Midſummer and Griſtmas are taken there, reputed, by ſuch as are ſkilled in

vell-diſpoſed People of this County in former Ages, for the Relief, Support, and Maintenance, of 

all ſuch People as ſhould be viſited with that Sickneſs, called the Eltbantiaſy, in Latin Lepra, Elphans 
tia, Elphantiafis, in Engliſh Leproſy, Britiſh Lowerefy ; being a white infectious Scurf tunning all 
over the Bodies of ſuch Men and Women as are tainted therewith. Which Diſeaſe heretofore in many 
Families Was hereditary, and infected the Blood for many Generations. This Diſeaſe, though common in 
Ala, was thought t to have been brought firſt into England from Egypt by Seamen and Traders that came 
from thence; ſo that generally i it ſpread itſelf over this Kingdom, Anno Dom. 1100: Soon after which 2 
general Collection of charitable Benevolence was gathered throughout the Land by one of the Motwbrays, a 
Gentleman who was tainted with this Diſcaſe, for erecting and endowing the Lazar-houſe, or Hoſpital, of 


Burton in Leiceſterſhire : To which Place were made ſubject all other Hoſpitals of this Sort in England, as LL: ; 


the Maſter of Burton Hoſpital was afterwards made ſubject to the Maſter of St. John's Hoſpital of Jeruſa- 
lem in London. And then ſoon after the Erection of Lazar-houſes throughout this Kingdom, was invented 
that Writ called Leproſo amovends, for removing a Leper from his Country-houſe to the Hoſpital. But the 
Cuſtom i in this Place was ſuch, that none were to be admitted by the Governors of the ſame for the Time be- 
ing, unleſs the Perſon fo brought in pay*d them 5 1. a Pot for dreſſing his Meat, a Purſe (and a Penny in it) 
to receive Alms. At preſent I hear of no Lepers in this Hoſpital, nor indeed of any one Perſon touch'd 


with this Diſeaſe in the whole County of Cornwal. However, in this Chappel of St. Laurence GO D Al- 
mighty 1 is by the Town's People worſhipp'd, a Chaplain in Deacon's Orders therein reading Divine Service

16 to 20 Years of Age, on whoſe Faces, as was ſaid, never Razor had paſt in order to ſhave their Ecards, 
all double if not treble arm'd for this Encounter. _ This Troop of Straughan's was led forth by himſelf, 

on Bradock and St. Winnow Downs, having nothing on his Head but a Hat, and on the Trunk of his Body 
nought but a white Linnen Shift; where they brav'd it for ſome Time, as was faid before, giving Defi- 
ance to a like Number of the King's Party, in Sight of the King and both, Armies.

This Manor of Polton, beyond the Records of Time, was privileged with the Tribunal of a Court-

tary Place, wherein he placed her; in which ſhe was cloſed. up in the Love of Jeſus: Chriſt, | and there 
begun or ſet up. a College of Virgins, called The: Order of the poor Clares of St. Benedict, under * 
ſolemn Vows of Obedience, Poverty, and Chaſtity, according to the Rule of St. Francis. 
In ſhort, therefore, this Order of St. Clare did fo. fructify and increaſe through her ſtriẽt Rule md 
the Practice of Virtue, that ſhe could number fifty Siſters, ' whoſe Apparel was only one Weed, over 
which they threw a Mantle of coarſe Cloth, more to cover than detend them from the Cold, ; having-on 
their Feet neither Stockings or Shoes; their Beds for the moſt Part on the Ground, or Faggots; their 
Meat chiefly Bread and Water, with a Hair-cloth next their Skin. Her Pleaſure likewiſe was, that 
none of her Nuns ſhould keep or poſſeſs any Thing more than tended to the Preſervation and Mainte- 
nance of their Lives, becauſe of the Danger of Luxury and Riches, but ſubſiſt wholly upon Alms and 
Begging going at large; which Sort of Nuns ate called thoſe of the fir Order or Rule of St. Clare. 
＋ he ſecond Sort of her Nuns are ſome that have Revenues, Treaſure, and Lands, who are all cloſe and 
valbd, and live in common in a Houſe together. A third Sort of Clares are called Penitents, and live 
in Colleges, having all Things in common, and the Vow they make is ſolemnly to keep the Vows and 
Rules of the whale! Order as aforeſaid, under Pain of mortal Sin. A fourth Sort of this third Rule there 
is of thoſe Nuns, whoſe Vow is not ſolemn, and therefore are not properly called religious, but, in the 
lialian Tongue Pizzoccheri, that is to ſay, Perſons of honeſt Behaviour. - Thoſe. Orders and Rules 
were all made and continued by St. Francis and St. Clare, who did not only keep her Vows as aforeſaid, 
but vowed and practiſed Humility alſo ; for ſhe would never own the Title of Lady Abbeſs or Abbeſs 
tor three Years, till ſhe was commanded by St. Francis to do it, as ſhe was the Governeſs of Nuns, to 
whom ſhe was not only an Inſtructor of their Souls, but 2 Helper of their Bodics Diſeaſes, and conſtant- 
ty as ſhe was able waſhed their Feet when they- returned from begging, and then alſo attended them at 
the Table whit they did cat and drink.

But as for the Man, Hiſtory informs me, That he 
Was King, Governor, or Duke of Cornwal, about the Year of our Lord 383, the Succeſſor of Solo- 
mon, King, or Duke, thereof, the Father of St. Cuby, or Corinus, at ſuch Time as Maximian, or Maxi- 
* mus, a Roman, though born in Britain, rebelled againſt Gratian, the Son of Valentinian, Emperor of 
Rome, Anno Domini 381, and, after he had ſlain Gratian, became Emperor of Rome himſelf ; for that 
he was ſo proclaimed by the People and Leigonary Soldiers that reſided in Britain, who before Gratian's 
Death had revolted from him, and aſſiſted the ſaid Maximus. He then with a mighty Army from Bri- 

© tain the Great invaded Gaul, by Way of Armorica, or Little Britain, which Country of Gaul ſtood 


ſtifty for Gratian; and, proving victorious, he totally ſubdued that Province, and razed the fame to the 
Ground by Fire and Sword; and becauſe of that Peoples Obſtinacy he put the greateſt Number of them 
to the Slaughter, ſo that the Country lay. waſte a long Time as a Wilderneſs, as being the Place of his 
Army” s Rendezvous and Foraging whilſt he warred in Gaul, though he reigned but Four Years.

After this Colony of Maximus's arrived in Gaul Bretagne, or Armorica, (dilapidated and depopulated 
as aforeſaid) he divided that Province between them and his Soldiers, on Condition that they ſhould re- 
build and cultivate the Lands thereof, and that they ſhould not take Wives of the Old Natives of that 
Land, who were ſuch mortal Enemies to his Dominions, as cauſed the Ruin and Deſtruction of theit 
Country. Which Articles being concluded upon, and the Oath of Allegiance taken, he made Kyn-2n, 
alias Con-an, ſynonymous Words, lignifying the King, viz. Conon-Meriodock, (that is to ſay, the King

23 alas f im the Near 1676, the greateſt Fart of this Church of St. Colomb was caſually blown up with 
* Gunpowder by three Vouths of the Town, Scholars therein, who, in the Abſence of their Maſter and 
the reſt of their Companions, ignorantly ſet Fire to a Barrel of Gunpowder, the Pariſh Stores, laid up 
in the Stone Stairs and Walls of the Rood- loft, which occaſion'd the Deſtruction of it and themſelves 
together: For the Glaſs Windows, Roofs, Timber, Stones, and Pillars, thereby made a direful Con- 
cuſſion together; eſpecially thoſe ſhot from the Walls oo the ee Stairs aforeſaid, to rhe total 
Defacing the Church, and many Pews thereof. | 
In this tragical Concuſſion ſeveral Accidents were Kringe and unaccoutitable. As, firſt; That 0 one Ni- 
cholas Jane, a Hellier, was on a Ladder mending the Healing, or Stones of the Roof, of this Church, be - 
when it happen'd ; whereby he himſelf and the Ladder under him were blown up alfo ; but both fel] 1 2 
to the Ground without Hurt. Secondly, The Church-Bible and Common-Prayer-Book, with their = 
Leaves open, in the Rector's Pew, ſcarce two Feet from the Rood-loft Stairs, where the Powder took 
fire and broke out, were neither ſinged, moved, nor hurt, nor ſo much as any Duſt about them, tho” 
many Thouſand Stones were caſt about the Church. Thirdly, There was at leaſt a Tun Weight of 
Lime and Stone caſt upon the Communion-Table, which was old and flight, having but one Foot, or 
Pedeſtal, to ſtand upon; and yet the ſame was not broken or hurt. Fourthly, The Pulpit was in like 
manner preſerved from the Fury and Rage of the Fire and Stones, when the very Walls and Pillars 
near it were ſhatter'd to Pieces. Let Divines and Philoſophers give a Reaſon for theſe Things, if there 
were not a ſupernatural Cauſe or Providence for em. 
By this fad Accident this Church of St. Colomb received Damage to the Value of about 3501. yet 
was by the liberal Contfibutions of its Inhabitants in nine Months Time built and repaired as it now 
ſtands; and what was wanting in Subſcriptions to make up that Sum was raiſed by a ſmall Pariſh Rate 
on the Lands thereof.

And, as if the Fiery Element had a particular Power « over this Church, *tis further memorable, that 
ſeveral Times before a Stone Pinnacle of the Tower thereof was caſt down by Thunder and Lightning, 
and had as oft been built up again to no Purpoſe, till at length the Workmen were adviſed, upon r 
laſt Operation, to inſcribe in the Stone thereof GOD BLESS AND PRESERVE 
THIS WORK: Since which Time it hath ſtood invincible for about Sixty Years. But notwith- 
ſtanding this Pinnacle hath been exempted from the Raging of the Fiery Element, yet its next Neighbour 
the lofty Spire, or Steeple, on the ſaid Tower, a ſtrong and well-built Structure, bound or cramped 
with Iron and caſt Lead through the Moor-ſtones thereof, (ſo that comparatively, according to Man's 
Judgment, it might laſt till the final Conſummation of all Things) yet fo it happened, on a Thurſday 
in July, 1690, that about One o Clock in the Afternoon, when the People were at their Traffick in the 
| Market-Place contiguous with the Church-yard, the faid Spire, or Steeple, was torn and ſhatter'd to 
Pieces with a Flaſh of Lightning, and totally thrown to the Ground ; and the Iron Bars therein wrea- 
thed and wreſted aſunder as Threads, to the great Terror and Aſtoniſhment of the Beholders.

Near this Caſtle, by the High- way, ſtands the Coyt, a ſtrong Tumulus ſo called, of which Sort there 
are many in Wales and Wiliſbire, as is mentioned in the Additions to Camden's Britannia in thoſe Places, 
commonly called the Devil's Coyts. It conſiſts of four. long Stones of great Bigneſs, perpendicularly 
pitched 1 in the Earth, contiguous with each other, leaving only a {mall Vacancy downwards, but mec- 

ting again at the Top; over all which is laid a flat Stone of prodigious Magnitude, bending towards the 
Eaſt in Way of Adoration (as Mr. Lhuyd concludes of all thoſe Coyts elſewhere) as the Perſon thercin 
under it interr*d did when in the Land of the Living. But how or by what Art this prodigious flat Stone 
ſhould be placed on the Top of the others amuſeth the wiſeſt Mathematicians, Engineers, or Architects, 
to tell or conjecture. Cott, in 2 Britiſh, is a Cave, Vault, or Coit-bouſe, of which Cay. migli 
poſſibly be a Corruption. 

Not far from this Ct, at the Edge - the Goſs-Moor, there is a large Stone, wherein is deeply im- 
printed a Mark, as if it had been the Impreſſion of four Horſe-ſhoes, and is to this Day call'd X 
Arthur*s Stone. Yea, Tradition tells us, they were made by K. Ax THUR's Horſe's Feet, when he re- 
ſided at Caſtle-Denis, and hunted in the Goſs- Moor.

This Gentleman received from God's holy Angels a wonderful Preſervation, in the Beginning of 
the Reign of WM. III. when, returning from Redruth towards his own Houſe, about ſeven Miles di- 
ſtant, with his Servant, late at Night, they (conſidering they were to paſs through ſeveral Tin Mines: 
or Shafts, near the Highway on the. South-Ealt Side of Redruth Town) alighted both from their Horſes 
and led them in their Hands after them, The Servant went ſomewhat before his Maſter, the better to 
keep the right Road in thoſe Places; which occaſioned Mr. Gapman's turning ſomewhat out of the 
Way, whereby in the Dark he ſuddenly. fell into a Tin- Mine above twenty Fathom deep; at whoſe Fall 
into this Precipice his Horſe ſtarted back and eſcaped. In this Pit or Hole Mr. Chapman fell directly 
down fifteen Fathom without Let or Intermiſſion; where meeting with a croſs Drift (above ſix Fathom 
of Water under it) he in his Campaign-Coat, Sword, and Boots, was miraculouſly ſtopp'd. Where 
coming, to himſelf, he was not much ſenſible of any Hurt or Bruiſes he had received, through the Ter- 
ror and Horror of his Fall : When, conſidering in what Condition he was, he reſolved to make the 
beſt Expedient he could to prevent his falling further down, where by the Dropping or Reezing of the 
Stones and Earth moved by his Fall, he underſtood there was much Water under. So he reſted kl Back 
againſt one Side of. the Mine and his Feet againſt the other, athwart the Hole ; and, in order to fix his 
Hands on ſome folid Thing, drew his Sword out of its Sheath, and thruſt the Blade thereof as far a as 1 
could in the oppoſite Part of the Shaft, and fo in great Pain and Terror reſted himſelf. 

The Suddenneſs of this Accident, and the Horſe's eſcaping in the Dark, as aforeſaid, was the "PR 
ſon why Mr. Chapman's Servant, who went before him, did not ſo ſoon find him wanting as otherwiſe 
he might; which as ſoon as he did, he went back the Road-way in- Queſt of him, calling him aloud by 
his an But receiving no Anſwer, nor being able to find the Horſe, he concluded his Maſter was 
rode home to his Houſe ſome other Way. Whereupon, giving over further Scarch after him, he ha- 
ſten'd home to Conſtantine, expecting to have found him there: But, contrary to his Expectation, found 
he was not returned. Whereupon, his Servants early next Morning went forth to enquire after him; 
and, ſuſpecting (as it happen'd) he might be fallen into ſome Tin - Shaft about Redruth, haſten'd thither. 
Where, before they arrived, ſome Tinners had taken into their Cuſtody his Horſe (with Saddle and Bri- 
dle on) which they found grazing in the waſtrel Downs. Whereupon, conſulting together about this 
tragical Miſhap, it was reſolved forthwith that ſome of thoſe Tinners, for Reward, ſhould ſearch the 
moſt dangerous Shafts, in order to find his Body, either living or dead. Accordingly they employed 


| themſelves that Day till about Four o Clock in the Afternoon, witltout any Diſcovery of him. F inally, 


one Perſon returned to his Company, and told them that at a conſiderable Diſtance he heard a Kind of 
Human Voice under Ground. To which Place they repair'd, and making loud Cries at the Hole of the 
Shaft, he forthwith anſwer'd them that he was there alive, and crav'd their Aſſiſtance, in order to deli- 
ver him from that tremendous Place. Whereupon they immediately ſet on Tackle, Ropes, and Wind. 
leſs, on the old Shaft; ſo that a Tinner deſcended to the Place where he was, and having Candle: light 
with him, bound him faſt in a Rope, and ſo drew him ſafely. to Land: Where to their great Admiration 
and Joy it appear'd he had neither broke any Bone, or was much bruiſed by the Fall; ;— verifying 
the Attribute- of Divine Omnipotence, that nothing is impoſſible with GO D: For, as the Tinners 
ſaid, if he had fallen but two or three Feet lower he muſt inevitably have been drown'd in the Water, 
But, I ſay, maugre all theſe adverſe Accidents, after about ſeventeen Hours Stay in the Pit aforeſaid, 
he miraculouſly pes Death, and lived many Years after; and would recount this en with as 
much Pleaſure as Men do the Ballad of Chevy Chace or Roſamond Clifford. 

In this Pariſh is the Dwelling of James Trefuſis, Gent. who married Worth; his Father Penarth , 
his Grandfather originally deſcended from the Trefuſiſes of Trefuſis in Mylor, as I am inform'd. 

Moreover, it muſt be remember'd in this Place of St. ConsTanTine, that he was the Grſt Prince 
that ever endowed Chriſtian Churches beyond the Seas with ſtanding Rents, Lands, and Revenues, and 
alſo gave to the Church the Tenth of all Lands and Goods he himſelf poſſeſſed. Whereon the Clergy 
Au d Tithes by a Law. And ſuch Officers, or Publicans, as gather d it were called Decumani (as 
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Appian faith). For beſdre that Time Tithes were only taken by the Senate of Rome and Emperor for 


the Supply of the Legions and Armies in Time of War, and not otherwiſe. Afterwards Cos r ANT INE 
made a Law that all Princes under his Dominion ſhould give the Tenth Part of . Revenues towards

tlie Maintenance of Churches and Temples, as he himſelf had done. 


From this Law and Example ExELwU IPE II. ſole Saxon and Chriſtian Watch in England, A. D. 
838, in the Year 8 55, (as Indulphus, Abbot of Croyland, in his Hiſtory of Britain, 1066, infarms us) 
by Royal Charter confirmed the Tithes of all his Lands on the Church, in theſe Words, Decimam Par- 


tem Terre meæ, &c. And this was done (gratuito Conſenſu) by Conſent of his Princes and Prelates. 


This Donation afterwards was confirmed by K. ETHELDRED:: Nemo auferat « DE O quod ad DE UN 
pertinet, et Præceſſores noſtri conceſſerunt, &c. Afterwards K. Ar HEIST AN made a Law, Auno Dom. 
926, that every Man ſhould pay Tithes out of all the Goods he poſſeſſed, as Jacob did. Which Ep- 
MuND Ironſide confirmed; under Penalty of being accurſed, 1016. Afterward K. Epwa RD the Confeſ- 
for, 1046, ordained more expreſsly that all Tithes ſhould be juſtly pay'd to the Elder or Mother Chur- 


ches, viz. de Garba, Grepe Equarum, Pullis, Vaccis, Vitulis, Caſeo, Lacte, Vellis, Porcellis, Apibus, 


Paſcuo, Prato, Aquis, Molendinis, Parcis, Vivariis, Piſcariis, Virgultis, Hortis, Negotionibus, et omni- 
bis Rebus quas dederit Dominus, &c. which Decree, or Statute, was afterwards ratified by William 
the Cre and his Succeſſors.

The Incumbent Warne ; who comparatively ſubſiſts upon his Bounty. And the Pariſh rated to the 4 5. 
per Pound Land-Tax, 1696, 4 73:16:00. The Name College ſignifies a Company of them who 


have equal Authority; a Body Corporate of one Trade, Craft, or Myſtery ; a Society, Fellowſhip, or 


Fraternity in general. But in this Place it ſignifies-only a Society of Men profeſſing the Liberal Arts and 
Sciences, viz. where Divinity, Law, Muſick, Phyſick, and other Liberal Arts, are read and taught a- 
mongſt Youth or Scholars by thoſe. Collegiates, Clerks, Fellows, Canons, or Prebends. Now the firſt 


endowed College for Scholars in England (or in Europe, as Camden faith) was Baliol-College in Oxford, 


1260, next Merton College, 1274; and yet he contradicts himſelf, and tells us that there was a College 


of Prieſts at Lanceſton, or St. Stephens, before the Norman Conquest, another at St. Germans, founded by 


K. CanuTvus, Anno Dom. 1020, as our Chronologers tell us. And as ſure I am there was another at 


St. Neot's long before; alſo another at Buryan, Anno Dom. 930, and, to ſpeak uprightly, this College 
of CRANTOCK may pretend to as much Antiquity as any College in Oxford, ſince it appears to have 
had great Revenues at the Time of the Inquiſition before-mentioned, 1294, though it hath been ſo un-

Gore, that is to fur 
the Hay-Temple, or Church, and is ſuitable to its Name ſituate upon a large Meadow of very rich Land, 
containing about three Acres; where by antient Cuſtom the Vicar's Cattle depaſture over the dead Bodies 
interred there. 

Tre-ganell,-or Tre-gonell, in this Parſh, that is to o oy the Canal or Channe! Toten, ſituate upon a Creek 
of the North Sea, gave Name and Original to an Old Family of Gentlemen ſurnamed Tregonell, or 
 Treganell, whoſe Three Daughters and Heirs, temp. James I. were married to Bauden, Pollamonter, and 
Penpoll; who gave for their Arms, — h a Field Argent, three Ogreſſes two Cottices in Fs . be- 
' tween as many Corniſh Daws proper. 

John Tregonell, or Treganell (of his Poſterity, now tranſnominated to 7. regomwell), was a Younger 
Brother of this Houſe, temp. HENRY VII. who had his firſt Education in this College of Cx anTock 
at a cheap Rate (as any may be had at Aberdeen or Glaſgow in Scotland); from whence he went to 
Oxford, and proceeded fo far in Book-Erudition as to take his Degree of Doctor of the Civil and Canon 
Law, and acquired ſuch perfection and Fame therein that he was choſen Proctor for King Henzy VIII. 
in that coſtly Divorce between him and Queen Ca rHERIxE of Spain; by whom he was alſo Knighted, 
and for his Labour therein had a Penſion of 40 J. per Annum ſettled upon him during Life: And af. 
terward upon the Reſignation of that Annuity, and the Payment of a Thouſand Pounds, he had by that 
King ſettled upon him and his Heirs the Site and Demeſne of Midleton, a mitred Abby in Dorſet, of 
great Value; which his Poſterity enjoy to this Day, himſelf being bury'd in Midleton Church, 1540, 
He had Iſſue Jobn, afterwards Knighted, Sheriff of Dorſet 1. PHILIP and Maxy ; who had Iſſue John 
Tregonell, Eq Sheriff of that County 15. J. AMES J. when Francis Tegan Eſq; was Sheriff of Corn- 
Wal. 

Tri- ago (in Latin Corniſh a threefold Action, Ang, or 80 77 Fe-ago (the Town of Action), or 
Tre-agho, in this Pariſh ; i. e. the Fiſhing-ſpear, or barbed Iron for ſtabbing Fiſh ; uſed, it ſeems, here- 
tofore in the Gannel, or Channel, Haven contiguous therewith by the Owners of this little Barton and 
Manor, and from thence denominated; as from thence allo was its Lord, of an Antient F amily of Gen- 
tlemen, ſurnamed De Treago, who, at his own proper Coſt and Charge, built the South Ide in the now 
Vicarage Church of Cx anTock, and appropriated the ſame to his Heirs and Aſſigns forever, by char- 
ging thoſe Lands with the Repair and Maintenance thereof forever; as at this Day they do, without 
being chargeable to the Pariſh of CRxantock.

IZABETH, the Iſſue Male of Mynors failing, his only Daughter and Heir was mar- 
ried to Tregian; and Tregian's Poſterity by ill Conduct waſted this Barton and Manor of T; reago, and 
ſold the ſame, for Payment of Bills of Coſt, to Joon Cooke, Gent.

and in like Manner Thomas Cooke, Eſq, within Fifty Years after the Death of his Father, or Grandfa- 
ther, ſold this Place and moſt of his other Lands to Hugh Boſcawen, of 7. en, EAR now in Pof- 
ſeſſion thereof, viz. temp. CHARLES II. 

This Place was heretofore privileged with the Juriſdiction of a 8 and a ſtrong Prifon for 
keeping Priſoners for Debt in Durance; though now I take it to be deſtitute of both. The Arms of 
Mynors were — Sable, an Eagle diſplay'd, Or, on a Chief, Azure, Bordured Argent, a Cheveron between 
two Creſcents above, and a Roſe beneath, Or.

Concerning the Bearing whereof there is great Difference in the Blazoning of the moſt authentic Writers 
of Heraldry. The Family of Giſe bear the ſame as Cyiſpine doth. Hera, Sir John Fern, and Mr. 


Cuillim, blazon it thus: — He beareth Barry of Six, Argent and Sable, indented the one in the other. — 
or rather (as Sir John's moſie ſignifies) mingled.

He was the Son of Solon, Duke, King, or Earl, of Cormual, about 
the Year 250 ; and being bred up a zealous Chriſtian of the Ortho dox Faith, and finding the Churches 


of Eritain much peſter d with the Hereſy of the Arians, who denied the Equality of the Perſons in 


the Trinity, or Godhead ; holding one to be before, or ſuperior to, the other; — Cu x, not inclining to 


receive this new Doctrine, eſpecially having read ſome of the Writings of St. Hillary, Biſhop of Poicti- 
ers, in Gaul, in Oppoſition thereto, he made Addreſſes to that worthy Father in order to his better In- 


fraction ; by whom he was kindly invited into Gaul, and went there accordingly. He was ſo charmed 


with the Wiſdom, Piety, and holy Doctrine of St. Hillary, that he became his Diſciple, and was by 
him conifecrated Prieſt, and took upon him the Office of a Preacher; in which Capacity he grew ſo fa- 
mous for his Preachings in that Country, he was from thence, by St. Llillary, ſent Miſſioner of the Goſ- 
pel into North Wales.

Afrer 
St. Cupy had ſettled and confirmed the Churches of Norih Wales, he removed into the Ie of Angleſey, 
and made that Place his chief Reſidence ; where, as Capgrave faith, he wrote ſome Books, — ad Hil 
rium Epiſtolæ Plures, &c. and died about the Year of our Lord 400. Aſter his Death, his Diſciples 
ſet up his Shrine, i, e. his Bones, in his Church there; and when the [riſhmen of Dublin, a thouſand 
Years after, in June 1404, invaded that Iſland, and found this Relict, they carried away the ſame, and 
ſet it up in the Church of the Holy Trinity in Dublin.

Privilege of Aſylums. And the firſt of this Kind that was built amongſt them was by the Heraclide

Since the Writing of the above, the Incumbent, Mr. Fincher, having built a pretty fine Houſe on the 


Glebe Lands of this Vicarage, equal if not ſuperior to any other of that Sort in Cornwal of its Bigneſs, 
except Altar Nun, as deſigning to buy the Patronage thereof, the Rectory being a Sine Cure (which 


I interpret too often to be, without Care, Thought, Regard, or Guardianſhip over Souls), where the 
Rector preſents to the Vicarage. But maugre all Deſigns and Endeavours of Mr. Fincher to purchaſe 


the Patronage of this Church, Sir John Seyntaubyn and Mr. Arundell, Patrons thereof, ſold the ſame to 
Baliol- College in Oxford, 1701. At the Conſideration of which Fact, as common Fame faith, Mr. Fin- 


cher was ſo diſmay'd, that forthwith he grew melancholy ; and the Grief thereof ſo depreſs'd his Spirits, 


that he broke his Heart, and departed this Life, the 26th of November, 1703, at Night, and fo went 
to Heaven, in that great Tempeſt and Hurricane that then happened, with many others. The Vicar 


has now all the Tithes, paying 40 J. yearly to the Maſter or one of the Fellows of Baliol-College. Pro- 
perly he is the Rector of a Church who hath a Parſonage, where a Vicarage is endowed, to which he 
preſents, as in this Pariſh ; and yet it is ſuppos'd, in ſome Places, that Perſona is the Patron, or he in 


whom the Right of Patronage is: For before the Council of Lateran, 4. D. 1131, he had Right to 


the Tithes, in regard of his having endowed the Church which he had founded : But the Council of 


Lateran aforeſaid, under Pope Innocenr II. conſiſting of two thouſand Biſhops, made it Sacrilege and 


Damnation for Laymen to take Tithes. However, generally the Paſtors of Pariſhes are called Rectors 


where the Predial Tithes are not impropriated : But where they are, ſuch Paſtors are called Vicars,— qua/? 
vice fungentes Refforum, becauſe they exerciſe- an Office inſtead of a ReZor. Curates are they who for 


certain Stipends aſſiſt ſuch Refors and Vicars as have the Care of more Churches than one, or who by 


Age or Infirmity, Sc. are diſabled from continually officiating in propriis Perſonis. 


A Vicar is he who under another, or in another's ſtead, hath a Spiritual Living called a Vicarage, be- 
ing no other than a certain Part or Portion of a Parſonage or Rectory's Endowment, or Revenues allow- 


ed to a Miniſter for his Livelihood and Maintenance pro Cura Auimarum. It conſiſteth either of a Sum 


of Money, as at Merther, Crantock, Colomb minor, St. Anthony, St. Germans, Lanceſton, St. Stephens," 


 Tywardreth, the Mount, Lanbyderock, Sc. and in other Places the ſmall Tithes or Part thereof, and in 


ſome Places Part of the great Tithes or Sheaf thereof; and in moſt Places, where the Vicarage Lands are 
occupy'd or cultivated by the Vicar, they pay no Sheaf to the Rector, or Patron. 

The Original of Vicarages in this Land began, when Impropriations were firſt introduced, after the 
Norman Conquest. [See St. GERMANS and MARKHAM Church] Both which Livings are commonly cal- 
The Vicar is uſually appoin- 
ted, or preſented by him that hath the Impropriation of the Parochial Tithes : So that now the Prieſt of 
a Parochial-Church, where the Predial Tithes are impropriated, is called a Vicar, vice Reforis. And 
of Old they did ſtile themſelves Perpetual Vicars, becauſe every Vicarage, Corporation-like, hath a con- 
ſtant Succeſſion : Eſpecially for that the Pope could not formerly, nor can the Biſhop now, diſſolve a 
Vicarage ; becauſe the Parſonage, or Rectory, is in a Temporal or Lay Hand. Beſides, ſuch a F act 
would deſtroy the Cure. And hence it was, that in a Deed between the Vicar of Probus and the eight 
Men of the Pariſh of Merther, temp. EDWARD IV. (which 1 have ſeen) that Tm Fulford tiles him-

doubly baſe, or contemptible, I See my Voc ABVULARV, I and tho? by the Canon Law ſuch Men cannot be 
admitted into Holy Orders, or to hold any Church-Benefice, nor by the common Law to inherit Lands; 
all grounded upon the Levitical Sanction, Denteronomy xxiii. yet heretofore thoſe Perſons were no ways 
contemptible 1 in this Land. For the Popes of Rome did diſpenſe with Moſes and the Canon Law againſt 
Baſtards ; [See Boconock.] eſpecially where ſuch Illegitimates lived virtuouſly, and followed not the 
wicked Practices of their Parents. Yea, Baſtard was taken as a Name or Mark of Honour, ſince it ſig- 
nifies no other than a Perſon, Male or Female, fecretly begotten on a Concubine, or Bedfellow, out of 
Marriage; in the Act of which the Mind is ſuppoſed to have been abundantly elevated with Pleaſure, 
Joy, and Gladneſs, and the Body animated or ſtirred up with the greateſt Heat and Vigour that poſſibly 
can be imagined in ſuch Performances. From whence, by Conſequence, it follows, that the Offspring, 
under ſuch Circumſtances, may be à Creature of higher Spirit, Judgment, and Magnanimity, than 
Children generated under the nauſeated dull Embraces of Wedlock. Witneſs Abimeleck, Feptha, Theſeus, 
Romulus, Perſeus, Themiſtoctes, K. Arthur, K. Atheltan, and others, who were Baſtards.

St. Denis was born in the City of Athens, in Greece, at the Time of Tizrrivs's Reign over the 
I Empire ; A Place renowned for Wiſdom, Learning, Arts, and Sciences. He was defended of a rich 
E and honourable F amily; morally juſt, courteous, and loving to Strangers. From his Youth he was 
7 bred up in and addicted to Learning, and became ſo eminent therein, that he had a Chief Place amongſt 
the Magiſtrates and Rulers of the Academy, and City of Athens. He was moſt elegant i in the Amick 
J Tongue, as being the Dialect of his Native Country, and conſequently a good Rhetorician. But that 
which made him more eminent was his Skill in the Dünne of the Stoicks, Epicureans, and other Phi- :

3 About the 25th Year of his Age he wvelied i into Rey, the better to underſtand the Courſe of the | 
Heavens, the Force and Influence of the Stars, and the Knowledge of Aſtrology, which then were 
| taught there with the greateſt Perfection. And reſiding in the City of Heliopolis, in Company with 
3 ; | Apollophanes, the Sophiſt, his Tutor, a famous Athenian Philoſopher, when he beheld the ſtrange E- 
5 ae of the Sun, which happened at the Death of our Saviour, the 20th of TI BERIus, e Pla- 
net viewing (as if the Creator of all Things, the Author and Fountain of Life and Light) fo darkned, 
4 n eclipſed, ſo ignominiouſly ſuffering ſudden Death, that he bluſhed and was aſham'd to be ſeen, and 
3 therefore hid away and conceal'd his Beams and Light at Noon-Day, (I fay beholding this) Denis and 
bis Tutor, (as I faid, being Men well {kilPd in Aſtrology and Philoſophy) did quickly perceive this E- 
N ap ſe to be contrary to the Courſe of Nature, by reaſon it not only laſted beyond the natural Period, but 
© alſo for that the Moon was at the Full, and wholly oppoſite to the Sun, and kept him for the Space of 
Þ three Hours without Light, and then as miraculouſiy returned again to her Place of Oppoſition. 

Denis and his Tutor were not a little amaz'd at this moſt wonderful Phœnomenon; the like having 
been neither ſeen nor heard of before that Time; either in Egypt or any other Part of the World ; they 
| being then 500 Miles diſtant from Jeruſalem, and knowing nothing of the Occaſion of this Eclipſe or 
. © Darkneſs, Denis laid by Propheſy or Divine Inſtinct to Apollopbanes, in Latin or Greet, Aut Deus Natu- 
T6 palitur, aut Mundi Machina Wiſſoluetur : 1 l. e. Either the God of Nature fe fers, ar the Frame of the 
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World will be diſſolved. And thereupon noted the Day and Hour on which this ſtrange N ak leere 
ned, which was ſo deeply imprinted on his Memory, that he never forgot it all his Life after. When 
he returned from Egypt to Athens he appear d to be ſuch an upright and accompliſh'd Perſon, that he 
was conſtituted one of the Judges of that high, Court of Juſtice call'd Areopagus, who took their Name 
from a little Hill where the Court was held, call d aperos ra yes ſareios pagos]'Mars's Hill; the Judges of 
which Court were reputed ſo juſt and upright, that they were never tainted either with Bribery or Cor: 
ruption, Favour or Affection, towards Plaintiff or Defendant in judging their Caſes. Vea, in tho 
Days to ſignify a moſt righteous and uncorrupt Judge, they call'd him in Greece an Areopagite. 

And it came to paſs at t fuch Time as DEN Is was made one of thoſe Judges, St. Paul preached the 
Goſpel of CHRIST at Athens : Where ſundry Times he diſputed with the Epicurean, Pythagorean, 

Academic, Stoic, and Periapatetick Philoſophers, labouring to convince them of their Errors in their 
Religious Worſhip, and to convert them to the Faith of C H RIS T. To which End he told them of 

the Reſurrection of the Dead, of another Life, of the general Judgment and future Rewards and Puniſh- 
ments for good and bad Works. Theſe Philoſophers hearing St. Paul diſcourſe on thoſe high Myſte- 
ries, and fearing the Danger of a New Religion, and the Diſgrace of the Old, thought it highly con- 
cerned them to bring PA ul before the Court of the Areopagitæ, where Dex1s was their Chief-Juſtice, 
or Preſident ; for though the Romans were then in actual Poſſeſſion of Greece, and many. other Parts of 
the World, yet they ſuffer'd the Athenians, Lacedemonians,. and other People, to live e to their 
own Religion, Laws, and Cuſtoms. 

St, PauL being thereupon brought before the Tribunal of Areopagus, and examin'd concerning 
the Premiſes, and "Lavirig Liberty of Speech granted him, anſwer'd to this Effect: You Men of 
« Athens, I have ſeen by Experience that you are a very ſuperſtitious People ; more addicted to your 
© Gods than any other Greets; for you labour to have and honour more than all the reſt, eſpecially for 
© that you have more Science and Learning than they. For as I walked through your City, and be- 
held many Temples therein, I ſaw one upon whoſe Altar was this Inſcription, TO THE UN- I 
<KNOWN GOD. Now, that God which you worſhip unknown is the ſame that I preach unto 

© you and wiſh you would honour him more carefully, ſince he is not far from you, or any other mor- 
* tal Men, though not perceivable with Human Eyes, as one of your own Poets told, when he faid, 
In him we live, and move, and have our Being. Then ſpeaking againſt the Multiplicity of the Gods, 
and of the Laſt Judgment, and Reſurrection of the Dead, wer er him to deſiſt from further Dif- 
courſe at that Time, by reaſon of other Buſineſs. 

Now, this Poet and Philoſopher of theirs, of whom St. Paul ſpeaks, x was Euripides, a famous 
Tragic Poet in the Time of AxchELAus King of Macedon, and was born _ that vey! ron in 
which the Great Army of XE RX ES was vanquiſhed by the Athenians. 

Thoſe myſterious Words of St. PA vl fo aſtoniſhed the Areopagite, and eſpecially Denis, that ho 
applied to him in private : When he gave him perfect Knowledge of the Chriſtian Faith, and preached 

| unto him Jeſus Chriſt, God and Man; his Birth, Paſſion, Death, Reſurrection, and Aſcenſion into 
Heaven; and, amongſt other Things, mentioned the Eclipſe of the Sun aforeſaid, which happened I 

at his Crucifixion, Which Wonder Dzx1s was very deſirous ever to underſtand ; and being fully 
ſatisfied in that Matter, declared he would become a Chriſtian ; and to that End was W 1 by St. 

Paur, made a Prieſt, and afterwards Biſhop of that City. 

Now, as St. DENIS was the firſt Chriſtian Biſhop that ever Athens had, ſo Athens may glory in fuch a 
Biſhop, wha not only was converſant with St. Paul, but alſo with HizroTrvs, a learned Chriſtian 
Spaniard, inſtructed by St. PETER, from whoſe Hands St. DEN Is confeſſeth he was firſt inſtructed in 
the Knowledge and Writing of the Holy Bible, which much further d him in his Deſire of preach- 
ing the Goſpel, wherein he prov'd wonderfully ſucceſsful,” converting many Thouſands to the Chriſtian 
Faith. After which, underſtanding that the Virgin Maxx was then alive at Jeruſalem, he had a great 
Deſire to ſee her, and to that End undertook a Journey thither ; where being admitted into her Preſence 
(as Hubertinus recounteth), and ſeeing the great Brightneſs of her Face, her Heavenly Beauty, and Ce- 
leſtial Words, and the Angelical Company that attended her, he ſaid himſelf that he had adored her for 
a Goddels, had he not 855 inſtructed chat there was but one _ GOD. © [See St. Ma RYWIKE ang Ft, 
STEPHENS. ] 

Den1s himſelf confeſſeth, in his own Writings, * he was preſent at her glorious Paſſige out of 
this Life, and mentions what other: Apoſtles were then preſent alſo. [See St. Mary Wike and &, 
Tnomas.] From Jeruſalem he returned again to Athens, and continued his Office of a good Biſhops 
and preaching the Goſpel to the Converſion of many Souls from Idolatry to the Worſhip of the true 
GOD, *till the laſt Year of Nx xo's Reign, at which Time he went to Rome to ſee: his Maſter, St. 
Paul, and was preſent at his Martyrdom, as was — in an Epiſtle of his to TIMO T AHV, men.

where he remained till Pope CL TM ENT, the Diſciple of Pxæ ER, enjoined him to go and preach the 
Goſpel in Gallia, now France,; having for his Coadjutors Ruſtitius a Prieſt, and Eleuth erius a Deacon. 


St. Dzn1s, having received this Miſſion from Pope CLEMENT, went his Journey into Gaul, and 


fixed at a Place then called Lutetia, now Paris, i. e. a Pariſh : [See my VocaBuLaRy.] Paris being 


of Old in Gaulick Britiſh called Lute-tia, quaſi in Lyto fita, becauſe ſituate on the Mud or Clay, and 
fignifies Clay Houſes, Which Place he found rich and populous, and abounding with all Things neceſ- 


fary for Man's Life; and therefore reſolved to abide there. Where, as ſoon as he had ſettled himſelf, 


he began to open his heavenly Treaſure, and divulge the Riches inclos'd within his Breaſt; preaching 
to the People the Doctrine of the Remiſſion of Sins upon Repentance and Amendment, and everlaſ- 
ting Life after Death, through the Power and Merits of Jzsus Cnr1sT our Lord. And in order to 
confirm them in the Belief and Truth of his Doctrine, GOD aſſiſted him with the Power of doing ſu- 
pernatural Facts. So that in ſhort Time Paris of a fertile Soil became a Garden, and brought forth ma- 
ny wonderful Chriſtian Plants, not only to ſupply that Place, but divers famous Men who were tranſ- 

lanted thence into other Countries: Where alſo they proſper'd well, viz. Eugenius at Toledo in Spain, 


and others into Germany; ſo that by their preaching many People became Chriſtians, Idol-Temples were 
thrown down, and Chriſtian Churches erected in their Places. But alas! thoſe Facts of St, DEx Is and 
his Diſciples were not ſo ſecretly carried but it came to the Ears of the Idolatrous Prieſts in thoſe Parts . 


who, foreſeeing that their old Religion would inevitably grow to Contempt and Decay if the new Reli- 


gion of the Chriſtians was not obſtructed in its Career, forthwith ſent Meſſengers to T's ajan, or 


DomiTian (for Authors differ about it), Emperor of Rome, acquainting him with the Premiſes, 


and deſiring expreſly that ſpeedy Courſe might be taken with Denis and his Diſciples, to prevent grea- 
ter Inconvenience than yet had happen'd. Whereupon, DomiTian dying ſhortly after, and the Se- 


nate repealing his Acts, the Emperor T's aj aw ſent Feſſnius Governor of the Province of Gaul, chiefly 


to gratify the Prieſts of the Roman Religion, and to apprehend St. Denis; who being brought before 


his Tribunal, and charged with the worſhipping new Gods, and preaching in Derogation of the old ; 


St. Denis, without Terror or Affrightment, reply*d, that there was but one GOD, Maker of Heaven 
and Earth, whom he worſhipped, whoſe Word he taught, and by whoſe Power Miracles did attend the 


Preaching thereof, without Practice of Magic or diabolical Facts, as his Enemies pretended.

on Feſſinius reviv'd the former Sentence of Death denounced againſt him by Dow1T1an, as alſo againſt 
 Ruſticius and Elutberius, and put them into the Executioner's Hands; who in ſhort Time led them forth 
the City to the Top of a Hill, where St. DEN is kneeling down, he lift up his Eyes and Hands to Hea- 
ven, ſaying, O Lord God Omnipotent, Feſus Chriſt Son of God, Holy Ghoſt the Comforter, holy and undi- 
vided Trinity | receive in Peace the Soul of thy Servants, who for thy Sake do loſe our Lives, At which 


Words Ruſticius and Eleutherius ſaid Amen! Amen! Whereupon St. Denis bid the Headſman do his 


Office; and fo they were executed in Order, 9. October, Anno Dom. 96. On which Day the Church 
celebrateth this Feaſt. St. DEN Is wrote in Greek theſe Books, De Ecclęſiaſtica et Cæleſte Hierarchia, de 


Myſtica Theologia, de Divinis Nominibus, and ſome others, [See St. Paul's Pariſh] ſince tranſlated into 
Latin, out of which now Believers reap no kfs Fruit of his Doctrine than the former Chriſtians gathered 
good Example by his holy Life. In the 3d Council of Conſtance theſe Books were declared to be his. 


His Relicts are now in the great Church of St. Dex1s at Paris, as he himſelf is the Patron and Guar- 


dian of the Kingdom of Gallia, now France. 


This Chappel or Temple of St. Dzn1s in Cornwal is ſituate upon the Top of a high Mountain, ſur- 
rounded with a direful Strag of Rocks, Cloo's, Moor-ſtone, and others, all viſible above Ground, of 
various and tremendous Shapes and Sizes; affording Habitation and Paſture for little elſe beſides Sheep, 
Rabbets, Hares, Goats, and Horſes. Upon theſe Stones, in the Year 1664, at Night rained (for a. 
bout half an Acre of Ground of them) a Shower of Blood; which fell down in Drops of the Breadth 
of a Shilling Sterling, which Blood remained viſible on thoſe Stones for many Years after; and on ſuch 
as were carried thence and kept dry, the ſame Drops of Blood were viſible, of a Crimſon Colour 
twenty Years after, four or five Drops upon ſome Stones, ſome of which I have ſeen. After this 
Shower of Blood broke out the Plague in London, whereof great Numbers of People died, the Dutch 
and French Wars, and the Burning the City of London. F

Boetbius, and other Srotch Chronologers, tell us, that in 5 e Nankoof Scotland, in 5 the Time 
of Evox Ius V. An. Dom: 698, it rained from the Clouds Lumps of Blood like Cheeſes, and then a- 
gain Milk which turned to Blood. Afterwards follow'd the great Deſtruction of the Scots by Gux- 


NARD, King of the Picks, and the Daniſh and Scotch War, 8 0 among , AMBERKELETH, 
the Scotch King, was ſlain with an Arrow at unawares. 


In the Reign of ConsTANTINE III. King of Scotland, A. D. 947, a Fountain or River of Blood 
of great Confluence iſſued out of a Side of a Mountain in Ga/loway, for the Space of ſeven Days toge- 
ther; fo that all the Rivers in that Country had their Waters turned into Blood, which running into the 


Sea cauſed it to look bloody ſome Miles from the Shore. Afterwards happen'd the fatal War and O- 
verthrow of the Scots and Danes, by K. ATHELSTAN the Baſtard, at Brooming field in Northumberland, 


when twenty thouſand Scots and Danes v were ſlain, with "WILFORF H King of me Cn and Haw

The Hiſtory of St. Dowiniex. As for his Name, i it's derived from 7 TR" belonging to the 
Lord or Maſter, perhaps from Dominicus Dies, the Sunday, or Sabbath Day [rather the Lord's Day]. 

He was born at Calarvega in Spain, in the Biſhoprick of Oſna, about the Year 1167, when FRE DE- 
r1ck III. was Emperor of Almaine, and Don A..ynoxso IX. King of Caſtile, and Al ExaxvDER III. 
Pope of Rome. His Father was Don Felix de Guſman, his Mother Donna Giovanna Deza; both well 
deſcended, and faithful Servants of GOD. Amongſt whoſe Children, their third Son Dow INICK, 
having a great Propenſion to Books and Learning, was put to School, where he profited much ; from 
whence he was removed to the Univerſity of Placentia, and from thence for his great Abilities, by FRE- 
DERICK II. King of Caftile, tranſlated to Salamanca. Where he had not been long ere twas apparent 
his Learning far exceeded his Tutor's. But notwithſtanding his Studies, he was moſt frequent at his 
Devotion and Prayers; inſomuch that he grew weary of ary Logic, Rhetoric, and Philoſophy, and 


publickly declared for Divinity; and was noted for a Young Man of y_ Life, and ſoon after for his 
great Abilities in the Sacred Writings and Religious Myſteries. 


Inſomuch that Don Diego, Biſhop of Oſma, deſired him from the Univerſity aforeſaid to | becoihe one 
of the Canons of his Church, who obſerv'd the Rule of St. Auguſtine, the Black Habit and Leather 


Girdle: Which Place he diſcharged with great Diligence and Devotion in all Offices pertaining thereto, 


and ſurpaſſed his Fellow Canons in Compaſſion, Meekneſs, and Charity to the Bodies and Souls of the 


Poor. It happen'd that ALonzo, King of Caſtile, ſent his Ambaſſador to the King of France, who 
appointed the Learned Dominick to be one of his Companions ; and paſſing by Tholouſe in France, in 
his Way to Paris, it happen'd that the Maſter of the Houſe in the Inn where they lodged was infected 

with the (then call'd) Hereſy of the Albigenſes, (People near or belonging to the white or ſhowy Alps) 
who follow'd the Doctrine of Waldo, of Lyons, in France, who denied the real Preſence in the Sacra- 


ment of the Altar, or Tranſubſtantiation, and forbad the eating of Fleſh. [Se Boy Tow. J This Inn-kee- 


per, by the Reaſons and Arguments of St. Dominick, being converted to the Catholick Faith, ſo much 


endeared him to the Biſhop of O/na, that after his Return from France, being obliged to viſit Pope In- 


' NOCENT III. he took Dominick alſo for his Companion to Rome; and in their Way thither viſited 
many Religious Houſes throughout moſt Parts of Italy, and likewiſe as they returned by Way of France 
viſited many other Monaſteries on the Road to their great Content and Satisfaction. 

The Biſhop of Ofma's Errand to Rome was, to get Licence of the Pope of Rome for Dou ix Ick and 
himſelf to renounce his Church and Biſhopric forever, out of a Deſign to go amongſt the Albigenſi an He- 
reticks (as they were then called) and to-preach the Goſpel amongſt them during their Lives, in order to 
convert them to the Catholick Faith,

Leave, repair'd to Montpelier amongſt the other Miſſionaries : Where by his Advice it was agreed upon, 
as the beſt Expedient in order to their Converſion, for the Miſſionaries, in Imitation of the twelve A- 
poſtles. to jeave their Horſes, Servants, worldly Goods, Sc. and to go about preaching the Goſpel

Upon the Death of the Biſhop of Oſina, who waz a piqus and charitable Man, (as appears not only 
from the foregoing, Diſcourſe, but. for that always, at his o proper Coſt and Charges he fed, cloathed, 
and maintained 16 por Men) theſe applied to Dominick ; when immediately he laid the firſt Foun- 
dation of that Order of Men aforeſaid called Friars: Preachers, or Dominicans, and then went to Rome 
in Company with the Biſhop of Tholouſe, 12 19, to Pope Honor tus II. to ſupplicate a Confirmation 


of his Order. Which was granted, under the Reſtrictions of Poverty, Chaſtity, Obedience, and Preach-

other of Women, as is ſet forth i in the Bull or Brief of his Canonization. 


At his Departure from Rome, he went into France; where he remained ſeven Years, endeavouring to 
convert the Abigenſes; where alſo he built ſeveral Convents of his Order of both 1 going bare- 
footed, eating no Fleſh, travelling the Country, and doing his Office at certain Hour if he was in 
his Convent. But if he came near a Church would ſay Maſs. At other Times he obſerved Silence, ſtill 
begging for his Livelihood; ſo that in ſome Places the People would meet him in Proceſſion, as if Chriſt 
or his Apoſtles were coming. The Time of his Departure drawing near, which long before he foretold, 
a violent Fever ſeiz'd his Body, whereby he was difabled from doing his Office, as confined to his 
Bed, where the Sacraments were adminiſtred to him; when, he exhorted his Brethren to Obedience, Vir- 
tue, Charity, Humility, Chaſtity, and Poverty, which he bequeathed to them as an Inheritance for- 
ever. When they perceived that his Voice began to fail, they ſung the, Reſponſory ordained by the

with their Preſence. And *twas obſervable, that, in this great Aſſembly, the ſaid Lady, for Beauty, 
Port, and Mien, exceeded all the Ladies then preſent. With whoſe unparallel'd Demeanor and Charms 
K. Uter was ſo much taken and delighted, or intoxicated rather, that for ſeveral Days he omitted all o. 
ther the moſt neceſſary Affairs of his Kingdom, in order to enjoy her Company. Yea, ſo violent was 
his Affection that he could not reſtrain or curb his Paſſion; but kiſs'd and courted her openly even in 
the Sight of her Lord and others. Whereupon Gothlois was fo poſſeſs? d with Jealouſy, that he took the 
firſt Opportunity (without Leave taken of the King or his Nobility), together with his Dutcheſs and 
Servants, and poſted from Wincheſter towards his own Country of Devon and Coruwal. He had not 
been long gone but Notice thereof was brought to the King, who took it in fo ill a Part, by reaſon 


that he had further Occaſion to uſe his Counſel about Affairs of the Nation. 
But Gothlois ſo highly prized his Lady, who by this Artifice he foreſaw would be exposꝰd to the 
King's Luft, that he ſent back poſitive Anſwer, that he would not come. At which Return the 
grew more enraged, and ſent the Prince of Cornmal Word, That if he perſiſted in his Obſtinacy, he 
would invade his Country, and beat his Towns and Caſtles about his Ears. But in vain were his Mena- 
ces; for Gothlouis return'd him Word, that he was, as his Predeceſſors Time out of Mind had been, a 
Free Prince, and owed him neither Homage nor Allegiance. Nevertheleſs, as his Countryman, he ac- 
knowledged himſelf his Ally and Confederate againſt all Foreign Oppoſers, and would keep his Articles 
of Agreement: But if Jer was not contented with this Anſwer, but would forcibly invade his Coun- 
try and Property, he would endeavour to keep and preſerve the ſame againſt him and his Adherents, 
Whereupon, K. Lier denounced Hoſtility againſt him, and ſent him Defiance as an Enemy, and ſet all 
Things in a Poſture of War againſt him.

King Uter, underſtanding of Goeblouis's dune from Carriſte, un marched iter him with his FO 
4 into Corwwa?, and laid Siege to the Caſtle of Dameliock (that is to ſay the Honſe or Place of 
Skirmiſh, Battle, or Hazard of War); and no ſooner approached the Lines but he ſent a Herald, er 
Trumpet, to Getblouis, demanding the Surrender of himſelf and Caſtle on Mercy. Gothlouis, re- 
warding the Trumpet, return'd Anſwer, ©. That he gave King Uter no juſt Cauſe of War, or for brea- 
king the League, or invading his Country, and waſting the fame in ſuch barbarous Manner. But e- 
© ſpecially, he being a Free Prince, neither could nor would betray Ifis Truſt, or give up his Dominions 
and Subjects to an unjuſt Invader.* At which Anſwer King Uter was ſo much enraged, that he gave 
Order for a ſtreight Siege of the Caſtle, and forthwith made many violent Aſſaults by Storm in ſeveral 
Places thereof. But he was as ſtoutly repulſed, and driven back by the Beſieged. In this Manner, with

Now, as King Uter was vigorous id; ardoroun that Night with the Dutcheſs Igerna, fo his Soldiers 
were as careful and valiant in the Siege of Dameliock Caſtle, which then they again ſtormed with their 


Scaling- Ladders, but were as ſtoutly driven back by the Beſieged. Whereupon Duke Gothlouis refolving 
no longer to be thus cooped up, or confined in Walls or Trenches, but either to conquer or die, the next 
Morning fallied forth with a Party of Soldiers, and aſſaulted his Enemies in their Quarters by Surprize. 

But alas! the Succeſs was not anſwerable to his Courage and Reſolution ; for King Uter's Men were all 
in a Readineſs to receive his Charge and Onſet; ſo that in the Brunt of the firſt Encounter Gotblouis was

Early the fame Morning, before King Uter and the Dutcheſs were out of the Chamber, or had t 
on their Wearing Apparel, to the great Aſtoniſhment of the Porter, Centinel, and the Garriſon, a 
Meſſenger arrived at Dundagel! Gate, giving a full Account of this tragical Fact. But when he was ad- 
mitted to the Dutcheſs's Bed- chamber, and ſaw, as he verily believed, Duke Gotblouis in her Compa- 


ny, he could hardly credit his own Report, eſpecially the Dutcheſs Igerna being of the ſame Opinion. 
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But alas! ſo unavoidable a Thing is Fortune or F ate, the Prophet Merlin then began to uncharm Fil = 


and diſſolve his former Spells and Incantations, fo that King er appear'd no longer as Gothlours Duke 


of Cornwal, but ſole Monarch of Britain, his Companion not Jordan of Dundagell, but Urſan of Ri- 


chardock;. and the third not Bricot, but Merlin the Prophet; to the Admiration of all Spectators. 


Thereupon the King took Leave of the Dutcheſs, and poſted to his Army, then in Poſſeſſion of Da- 
meliock Caſtle, and ordered Search to be made for the dead Body of the Duke; where at length it was 


found, in common Soldier's Apparel, extream bloody, mangled, and cut. Whereupon, he call'd for 
an Embalmer, who forthwith diſlodged his Brains, Eyes, and Bowels, and placed in the room thereof 
Salt and Aromatic Spices, to prevent Putrefaction, ?till a Military Interment could be prepared for 
him; which a Month after was ſplendidly provided, the King and the Dutcheſs being Chief Mourners. 


When a few Days after King ier publickly married Igerna, the Dutchols ; ; by whom (as aforeſaid) he 
| had a Son named ArTHuR, and a Daughter named Ane.

W King ARTHUR no ſooner ſcored to his Father 8 . but ke e himſelf with great Pe 
F ty and Religion to adminiſter Law and Juſtice to his People; the beſt Expedients to eſtabliſh a tottering 
Scepter. In the next Place he took Care to fortify and ſtrengthen himſelf with Soldiers and Arms a- 
gainſt his Saxon Enemies; a mighty and warlike People, then poſſeſt of the greateſt Part of this

This Lordſhip 1 was either by King STzPHEN or King HENRY II. given to the Knights Hoſpitallers 
of St. John Baptiſt of Hieruſalem, -about the Year 1150 (who endow'd this Church, as aforeſaid), 
Where they had their Preceptory, or Commandery 3 Corporation under a Preceptor, or Commander, 
. who took Care of all their Revenues, Lands, and Tenements, Churches, Chappels, and Tythes. And 

thoſe their Churches were wholly appropriated to them, though they, as 
to preach or adminiſter the Sacraments. 
were Benedictines reform'd. [See BoDMAN and KILKHAMPTON.] 


The Original of their Order was thus. — Godfrey of Bullen, Duke of Lorrain, General of the Chri- 
ſtian Army againſt the Saracenes, who had driven thoſe Infidels out of Jeruſalem about the Year 1099, 
with other pious Chriſtians, erected there a Hoſpital for ſuch Chriſtians as were ſick or wounded in the 
Wars of Paleſtine, as alfo for Entertainment of all Chriſtian Pilgrims and Travellers who came into that 

City; which Hoſpital the faid Godfrey dedicated to GOD in Honour and Memory of St. John Baptiſt; 
and himſelf, with divers other well-affe&ted Chriſtians, , endow'd the ſame with conſiderable Lands and 

Revenues ; ſo that in ſhort Time it grew famous; and mightily increaſed in Number of People and Ri- 

ches; and it ſoon became an Aſy lum, or Place of Refuge, for the Profeſſors of the Chriſtian Religion.

called the Knights of the Military Hoſpital of St. John Baptiſt of Jeruſalem ; whoſe Duty was to' fight for 
Defence of the Hoſpital aforeſaid, the Chriſtian Faith; to relieve the Oppreſſed, to defend Widows 


and Orphans : : And that no Perſon ſhould be admitted bf this Order who was of ignoble Race, or was 


Ineally deſcended from Jew, Moor, or Mabometan. The Garments bf this Order 1 were; a Black Caf. 
ſock, with a Croſs Argent, in a Field Gules, on their Breaſts. 


Which Order of Chriſtian Knights or Soldiers were ſo reſpected in that holy Age of Pevodon; that 
in the Year 1240 they had given them by pious Chriſtians no leſs than nineteen thouſand Manors of 
Land in Chriſtendom. Afterwards, in the Year 1312, they had added to them nine thouſand Manors 
of the Knights Ti emplers Lands, then diffolyed ; and the other two third Parts of their Manors, being 
eighteen thouſand, were veſted in the Pope, Ning, Princes, and other Religious Orders of Men and 
Women. [See TxMPLE] So that by this great Acceſſion of Wealth to theſe Hoſpitallers, whoſe ſupe- 
rior Convent of that Order in England was at St. Fohn's-ſtreet, London, where the Prior, Maſter, or 
Governor of St. John Baptiff s Hoſpital of Jeruſalem there was held to be and had Precedence of all 


other Barons of this Realm in and out of Parliament. [See Sy NY EV Pariſh and Tempe.) 


In the Year of our Lord 1308 thoſe Knights were driven out of Feruſalem by the Turks, and their 


| Hoſpital ſuppreſſed. When ſoon after Pope CLEMENT V. granted them the Iſland of Rhodes, After 
which they were called Knights of the Rhodes, which Title they retained 'till the Year 1523, at which 


Time alſo Rhodes was taken by the Turks. From whence they removed to Malta; and are now di- 


ſtinguiſned by the Names of Knights of Malta. In the 3 iſt Year of King HEX RY VIII. the ſaid Re- 


ligious Order of Knights Hoſpitallers of St. Jobn Baptist of Jeruſalem 1 in England by Act of Parliament 
was then diſſolved, and their Lands, of an infinite Value, given to that King. Upon the News of 


which Fact, on Aſcenſion-Day, Sir William Weſton, Knight, then Prior of St. John's Hoſpital in Lon- 
don, the Supreme of that Order, and of our * n 57 aforeſaid, with "Py Grief broke his 


Heart, and died. 
This Order of Knights conſiſted of three Sorts of Men, W Capritns, and Heul: Though 


at! firſt diſtinguiſhed only by the Name of Eccleſiaſticks and Laicks, Pope AnasTAT1us IV. granted 


great Privileges to thoſe Knights, and exempted them from the Jufriſdiction and Controul of Eccleſiaſti- 


cal Prelates; and other Popes granted thoſe Knights, and all others that went with or to them, into the 
Holy Land to war againſt the Turks, or took upon them the Croiſade, that though they were never ſo 
much tainted with any, or ever ſo many, heinous Sins, as Murders.

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tien, Then again the Ants goes on, He Mall convert many of the Children of Iſrael unto God, and 


ſhall ge before the Meſſiah in the Spirit and Virtue of Elias. Now Elias, as St. Gregory is of Opinion 


on chis Place, was the Pattern of the Baptiſt, who was cloathed-with a Garment of Camel's Hair, and 

led a ſolitary Life in the Deſert, and was per ſecuted by Herodiat, in the Reign of Herod the Great. 
Laftly the Angel faith of him, that he ſhould convert the Heart of the Fathers to the Children ; that 
is to fay, that by Virtue of his Preaching many. of the Jes ſhould become ſo good and virtuous, that 
Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob would not deſpiſe, but own them for their Children. This was the Subſtance 
of the Angel's:Meſſage to Zacharias, the Baptiſt's Father; who anſwer'd, How ſhall theſe Things be, 
I being an Old Man, and my Wife barren through Age?

Fleece ; or as the Sun's going back ten Degrees 1 in the Days of Hezekiah, 


Whereupon, the Angel replied, Sufficeth it not unto thee that I am an Angel ? Know 1 that 1 


am GakRIII, who ſtand in the Sight of God; and becauſe thou wilt: not believe my Word, thou 
' ſhalt be dumb *till this Thing be fulfill d. 

' Afterwards Elizabeth conceived, and the Child 1 was 1 eg according to 19 4 Saying of the 1 
And when the Day of Circumciſion was come, he was named Jobn, by Virtue of a Writing under the 
dumb Father's Hand. When immediately his Mouth was open'd, his Tongue was unloſed, ſo that 
forthwith-he began a Canticle of wonderful Myſteries.

mel's Hair, with a Leather Girdle about his Loins z his Food Locuſts or wild Honey. But what theſe 
Locuſts were is uncertain, and controverted amongſt Writers ; ſome telling us that they were little 
Herbs, or Vegetables, ſo called; but others, as St. Hjerom, think, that they were little F ruits, dried in 


che Sun, and eaten in Paleſtine, that were called by that Name. But for my own Part, 1 rather take 
| them to be thoſe flying, creeping, leaping Creatures the Jews were permitted to eat, Leviti ent Xi. 22.

But what Sort of Creatures theſe were, I take it, it is now paſt Ability of finding 
out. His Exerciſe in the Deſert was Prayer and Meditation; and when he went out of the ſame to

the Kingdom of Heaven is at hand- 
At firſt only ſome Shepherds noted his Speeches, who told his "FW I. fo and bey Doctrine to the 


contiguous Towns and Villages. Whereupon infinite Numbers of People came forth to hear his Doc. 


trine; to whom he exercis'd the Office of a Preacher, *till he loſt his Life for ſo doing. He was a Vir- 
gin whilſt he remained upon Earth, and converſed no farther with Women than to inſtru& them in the 
Ways of Grace and Method of Repentance, as he did to all others who attended his Sermons ; and 
boldly in Perſon rebuked the Adultery of Herod with Herodias, his Brother Philip's Wife, who there- 
fore conſpir d his Death, as we read in the Goſpel. From whence we may obſerve, that though moſt

In the Feaſt of che Decollation of St. John Boptidt it's to this Purpoſe Seeg fram the Evangeli 
St. John, that he was put in Priſon for Herodias's Sake by Herod, the Son of Herod the Great, for that 
ke had unlawſul Familiarity with her, being his Couſin and Brother's Wife. Upon which Place in the 
Goſpel L find the Learned Doctors of the Church have made two Expoſitions, viz. St. John Chry/oftom, 
in one of his Homilies upon Matthew, tells us, that Philip was dead, and for that he had left a Daugh- 
ter. by Herodias, it was forbidden in Levuiticus for one Brother to marry another's Widow, under 3 2 
Circumſtance : But if Philip had no. Children by her, then it had been lawful for them to marry ; 
GOD had commanded in Deuteronony, i in like Ca ſes for Want of Iſſue, that the Brother ſhould raiſe 1 
Seed unto. the Brother. 

St. Hierom, , contrary to 'Chryſoſtom, faith that Philip was. alive at that Time ; and that Herod, being 
the. mightier Man, took away his Wife, and kept her by Force for himſelf; which ſeems to be the 
more. robable Opinion, becauſe. the greater'the Offence was, the fitter *twas for the Baptiſt to reprove

Of which Fact Joſephus, pa. 484, thus further ſpraks.: ww. Jews were of Opinion het King He 
rod's Army was overthrown. by the juſt Vengeance of GO D, who puniſhed him moſt juſtly, becauſe 
of the unjuſt Execution done on ohn ſurnamed the Baptist: For he had put this Man to Death, who 


I was endued with all Virtue, and who exhorted the Fews to addict themſelves thereto, and to practiſe 


Juſtice towards Men, and Piety towards G OD, and to be baptized, aſſuring them that at that Time 
Baptiſm was agreeable to the Will of GOD. And, in order thereto, they ſhould renounce their Sins, and 
to the Purity of their Bodies add the Cleanneſs of their Souls, repurify'd by Juſtice. And whereas it came 
to paſs that divers Perſons flocked and follow'd him to hear his Doctrine, Herod feared leſt his Subjects 


might be allured by his Perſuaſion to a Revolt, or Rebellion, for that they would ſubſcribe in all Things 
to his Advice; he therefore thought it fit to prevent a Miſchief by putting him to Death rather than to 


expect ſome maden Commotion, which he might afterwards repent. Upon this Jealouſy and Suſpicion 
Herod cauſed him to be bound, and ſent to the Caſtle of Macheron : And there he was put to Death; 
it being on the Confines of Herod's Juriſdiction towards Arabia. The Fews are of Opinion, that in 


Revenge of this ſo grievous Sin, Herod's Army, with whom G © D was diſpleaſed, had been made 


ſubject to a grievous Overthrow. 


Now, though this be a Relation of this tragical Fact ſomewhat different from what is given by the 


Evangeliſts, yet we are not to diſeredit their Report, but to rely upon the Veracity thereof, elpecially for 


that they lived at the Time when this Fact was committed, whereas Joſephus had his Hiſtory only by 
Tradition, being done above forty Years before his Time. As for the Manner of Jobn's Baptiſm, it 


was by emerging the Parties in Water, or Rivers, in the Name of GOD, after they had confeſſed their 
Sins, and given him ſome Promiſe, or Aſſurance, of their Obedience to GOD's Laws, in order to ob- 
tain Remiſſion thereof. Hence he faith, Matthew iii. 2. J baptize you with Water. — And after this 
Manner, in the River Jordan, was Jesvs baptized of him, Mark i. g. but without Confeſſion of Sin. 
When he told the People plainly, there is ohe amongſt you, who coming after me is preferred before 
me, whoſe Shoe-Latchet I am not worthy to unlooſe. He ſhall baptize you with the Holy Ghoſt. 
Like iii. 6. So that the new Form of Baptiſm in the Name of the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghoſt, was inſtituted by our Saviour, after his Reſurrection. Matt. xxviii. 19.

was born at Rome about the Year of our Lord go, in the Time of the aeg Tirus VisPATIAN; 
of Noble Extraction; afterwards, in the Time of the Emperor Tx ajan, was made Governor of that 


City. During which Pope ALEXANDER exerciſed the Office of a faithful Paſtor, preaching the Goſ- 0 


pel of Chriſt gratis, in Seaſon and out of Seaſon, to Young and Old, Rich and Poor: And fo effectual 
were his Sermons, that not only ordinary* People, but Noble, were converted to the Chriſtian Faith: 
and baptiſed by him, and amongſt them Hz xme, the Governor, with about 1250 Perſons more that 
fol'ow'd him. And becauſe the. Cuſtom of the Church . then was, that ſuch as were newly baptiſed 
ſhould for certain Days be attir'd in and wear white Veſtments, (and the Canon of the Roman Church 
to this Day obliges every baptiſed Perſon and Infant at the Time of Baptiſm to have a white Cloth 
on their Heads) the Sight of ſo many People at Rome in, that white Livery (all prepar'd at the Coſt 
of HERME) going up and down the Streets, gave much Diſcontent to thoſe who were zealous in the 
Worſhip of falſe Gods, but eſpecially to the Prieſts of the Idols: Who, foreſeeing that if the Gover- 
nor were left to proceed in this Manner without Moleſtation, their Religion would come to nought, 


called a Synod or Council of themſelves in Rome; wherein it was concluded, as abſolutely neceſſary 


for preventing this growing Miſchief and Impiety, that a Letter from them ſhould be written to the 
Emperor, then in Seleucia, to acquaint him with what his ſaid Deputy had done, and the ill Conſe- 
quences that would attend it, in caſe the Matter waz not ſpeedily inſpected. Whereupon, this Letter 


coming to his Hands, he forthwith diſpatched a Nobleman called Aurelianus, with plenary Authority Z 


to redreſs this Matter. Preſently after which TRA IAN died. Which, I judge, is the Reaſon that 
ſome Writers ſay that the Martyrdom of HE RME and Pope ALEXANDER Was in his Time; and others 
fay *twas in the Time of AbRIAN. However, I think it's ſufficient in this Place to ſay, that i in the 
Time of TRA JAN they were apprehended, and in the Time of Ap RIAN put to Death, 
Aurelianus arrived at Rome with his Commiſſion concerning the Premiſes, where by the Idol Prieſts 
he was welcom'd with great Pomp and Solemnity, who complained againſt Pope ALEXANDER and 
Hz RME, that they deſerv'd to be burnt to Death, for that they perſuaded great Multitudes of People  * 


Who thereupon not only told St. Herme what Matters of Fact were objected againſt him, but alſo made l 
a long eloquent Diſcourſe to him againſt the bs the Chriſtian Religion, and the Doctrines there- 


of, earneſtly perſuading him from the Practice of that new Profeſſion ; and told St. Herme further, that 


he being reputed a Wiſe and Learned Man, he wonder'd how he ſhould entertain an Opinion of another ; 
Life after this was ended, ſeeing the Bodies of Men when they die become Duſt and Aſhes, and return 
to their firſt Chaos, and the moſt durable Part thereof, the Bones, laſted not long, but in Time rot and 
conſume to nothing and ſeeing it cannot be rationally prov'd that Mens Souls do exiſt after Death of 
the Body, or live in a future State after this Life is ended, it was not rational to believe thoſe Doctrines 
that tended thereto : Eſpecially ſince by fo doing a Man parted with a real Good for an uncertain one; 
the pleaſant Enjoyments under the Sun, in Expectation of Felicities that are only imaginary in the 
Has. © What diſcreet Man, therefore, beſides thyſelf * (faid Aurelianus to St. Herme) © would paſs 
over his Life without Continuance in Honour and Credit in the World, exchange a Royal Dominion, 
and Aﬀfiuence of good Things, for Contempt, Shame, impriſonment, and Poverty ? Therefore I once 
© more exhort*thee, Herme, to leave thoſe fooliſh Opinions, and again return to offer Sacrifice, and a- 
dore the Gods of thine Anceſtors and the Land.“ To whom St. Herme reply'd : © I have heretofore 


been of the ſame Mind and Opinion thou art, that the Souls and Bodies of Men die together; but 


© ſince I have been better inform'd, and confider'd thoſe Tenets, I find thoſe Opinions fooliſh and er- 
© roneous ; - eſpecially for that it doth well conſiſt with the Rules of Logic and good Reaſon, that imma- 
e terial Beings may exiſt without Matter ; and conſequently the Souls of Men, being of an immaterial 
4 or ſpiritual Eſſence, may live after Death of a material Body, wherein for a Time it reſided, as 


well as live in it pro tempore, and being extant before.“ 


Aurelianus, and Quirinus perceiving how ineffectual their Counſel 1 Arguments were like to prove, 
gave Notice thereof to the Emperor Ap RIAN, who forthwith ſent a Band of Soldiers to the Jail, 
Where he and many others for Chriſtianity were confin'd, commanding that all thoſe they found 
there that had been baptized ſhould be put into a Bark and launched forth into the Sea; and when they. 
were at a conſiderable Diſtance from the Shore, they ſhould faſten Stones about their Necks, and 


| : caſt them into the Sea. Which Order was accordingly: put in Execution, to the Martyrdom of great 


Numbers of Chriſtians : 3 and amongſt them in particular St. Balbina is ſpecially remembered. St. Herme, 


* after he had ſuffer'd many Torments, had his Head chopp'd off by the common Hangman, the 28th 


of August, Anno Domini 118, as 9 2 ſaith; but Paronius ſays Anno Dom, 132. TraJan being

Ire gaſa, alias Tre-gaza, in this Pariſh, i. e. the Md Town, (To prove Chih mpg there 
is {till extant a conſiderable Wood, adjoining the Town-place thereof) was the Dwelling of Thomas 
Coke, Eſa; Sheriff of Cornwal 27. CnARLEVS I. who married Lance; his Father Herle. Jobn Coke, 


Gent. Attorney at Law, of -Trerice, in St. Allen, firſt came into thoſe Parts, temp. ELIZABETH, 


being a Native of St. Mary-Otiery in Devon, and placed himſelf a Servant or Steward under Sir Francis 
Godolpbin, Knt. who, taking a great Liking to him, left the Management of his Eſtate and great Tin- 
Works to him, his ſaid Steward Coke. He accordingly took care that all ſuch Tin of his Maſter's as was 
melted at the Blowing-houſe into Slabs or Blocks were juſtly mark'd with a Dolphin Stamp, as is cuſtoma- 
rily done on thoſe Gentlemens Tin to this Day. After ſome Years Mr. Coke, remaining in Service as 
aforeſaid, by Shares of Adventures, Cc. c. produced conſiderable Quantities of his own Black Tin; 
which when melted at the Blowing-houſe, as aforeſaid, to diſtinguiſh it from his Maſter's, he marked 
thereon the Figure of a Cat; the fame, it ſeems, being the Coat-Armour of his Family, or Anceſtors. 
At length, againſt Coinage-Time, there was more Tin brought by Mr. Coke, to be'coin'd at the Cob 
nage Towns, mark'd with the Cat, than there was of his Maſter's mark'd with the Dolphin. 

Sir Francis's Lady being informed thereof, &c. and reſolving by the next Coinage to get ocular Proof 
of what appeared to her a Myſtery, at ſuch Time as Godolphin Blowing-houſe was at Work, privately, 
with one of her Maids, in a Morning, on Foot, went to the Place: Where, according as Fame repor. 


ted, ſhe found many more Blocks or Slabs of Tin marked with the Cat than there were with the Dol- 


phin , the one Part pertaining to Sir Francis, the other to Mr. Cote. Whereupon, abundantly fatisfied, 


as ſoon as poſlible ſhe returned to Godolphin Houſe ; but could not be there timely enough againſt Din- 


ner. Whereat Sir Francis was greatly diſtaſted, having at that Time ſeveral Strangers to dine with him. 
At length the Lady being arrived, ſhe aſked all their Pardons for her Abſence, and told them it did not 
proceed from any Neglect or Want of Reſpect, but from an abſolute Neceſſity of ſeeing a ſtrange and 
unheard-of Piece of Curioſity, which could not be ſeen at any other Time, viz. To ſee the Cat eat tht 
Dolphin : And then gave an Account of the Premiſes, to their great Surpriſe and Admiration, Where- 
upon Sir Francis diſmiſſed him from his Service. But by that Time he had gotten fo much Riches, 


that forthwith he purchaſed this little Barton and Manor of Trerice, in St. Allen, and made that Place his 
Habitation *till he purchaſed this Barton and Manor of Tregaſa, and ſeated himſelf there. Where by 


Parcimony and the Practice of the Law he accumulated a very conſiderable Eſtate in thofe Parts. 


But, maugre all his Thrift and Conduct in providing Wealth for himſelf and Pofterity, his Grandfon 
Thomas Coke, aforeſaid, ſucceeding to his Eſtate upon the Iſſueleſs Deceaſe of his Elder Brother Chri/ 


topher Coke, and buying in his Widow's Jointure at a dear Rate, and alfo undertaking the Building of 


the preſent new and finely-contrived Houſe at Tregaſa (though never finiſh'd), the ſaid Fabrick was ſo 


chargeable to him, together with the vain Extravagance of his Wife, that he was neceſſitated to ſell di- 
vers Parcels of Land, in order to raiſe Money for his neceſſary Occaſions, and finally to mortgage this 
Barton and Manor of Tregaſa, and all his other Lands which were before unſold, for about fourteen 


thouſand Pounds, to Hugh Boſcawen, of Tregothnan, Eſq; and laſtly, for that Conſideration and others, 
did by Leaſe and Releaſe, Fine and Proclamation, convey the ſame to the faid Hugh Boſeawen, his 
| Heirs, and Aſſigns, forever; who are now in Poſſeſſion thereof. Soon after this Fact Mr. Coke fell into 


Want and Diſtreſs, together with his Wife and Children, and died ſuddenly by a Slip of his Foot into 
a ſhallow Pit, wherein he was ſearching for Tin, out of a Conceit he had that he ſhould at laſt raiſe his 


Fortune by Tin, as his Grandfather before him had done.

This Harbour of Fa LMourEH, as Mariners declare, is in all Reſpects the fargeſt and ſafeſt Haven for 
Ships which this Iſland of Britain affords. Its Mouth or Entrance from the Pritiſh Ocean, between 
the Caſtles of St. Maws and Pendenis (ſituate one in St. Anthony the other in Falmouth Pariſhes) is 
about a Mile and half wide; the Centre or Middle thereof above a League from the ſaid Mouth or En. 
trance up the VaLz River, by the very Rock and aforeſaid, to Car- ite Road, King's Road, and Tur- 
ner Were. South Eaſt, about two Leagues from thence, till on the Yale River, a navigable Arm or 
Channel of the ſaid Harbour extendeth itfelf up the Country, by Tregny ; to the Bridge Place of which 
formerly it was navigable. [See Cusy.]J And it is overlooked on the South Eaſt Side by St. Anthony, 


St. Juſt, Philley, Ruan, Lawny, Horne and Cuby Pariſhes. Within the ſaid Pariſhes of St. ut and St. 


Anthony are alſo two navigable Crecks or Channels. Here ſtands the Caſtle and Incorporate Town of 
St. Mawes, where formerly ſtood a Monaſtery of Black Canons Anguſtine, dedicated to the Virgin 


Maxy, called St. Mary de Vale, for that it was ſituate on the Yale Harbour or River; as its ſuperior 


Monaſtery is from the Phm River in Devon, called St. Mary de Plym, whereon it is ſituate. From the 
North Weſt part of this Harbour of FarmouTh, between the Pariſhes of Budock, Gluvias, and My- 
zer, another navigable Channel extendeth itſelf up the Country to the Incorporate Town of Penryn. 
And towards the. North another Channel thereof higher up extendeth itſelf through the Country from 
the Centre about a League, and is navigable to Peran Well and Carnan Bridge. Further up North Eaſt 
another Channel or Arm of Falmouth Harbour extends itſelf to the Incorporate and Coinage Town of 
Truro, and the Manor of Moris aforeſaid, and is navigable there, about nine Miles diſtant from the 


Black Rock or Iſland afore-mention'd. Laſtly, another Branch of this Harbour extends to Tre/than 


Bridge, where it's navigable between the Pariſhes of St. Herme, Probus, and Merther, .about ten Miles 
from the Mouth of the Haven and the aforeſaid Iſlanc. _ | eee ge 

All which Members or Branches of this noble Harbour are overlook'd by pleaſant Hills and Vales of 
Land, and within the Memory of Man abounding with flouriſhing Woods and Groves of Timber; and 
before that Time Leland the Elder in his [inerary tells us, that this River VAI E was in his Days encom- 


paſſed about with the loftieſt, Woods, Oaks, and Timber Trees that this Kingdom afforded, Temp. 


Henzy VII. and was therefore by the Britons called Cafi-tir, and Caſſi-ter ; that is to ſay, Wood Land. 
From which Place and Haven the Greeks, fetching Tin, called it and the {ſand ſo often here mention'd 
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in their Language Caſtteros. [See Bop MAN for Caſſiter- Street, formerly a Coinage Town.] But how this 
Commodity of TIN hath made ſuch Havock of Woods and Timber Trees, in ſearching for and mel- 
ting the ſame, that ſcarcely any of them are to be ſeen in thoſe Places. For the Woods and Trees being 
cut down and grubb'd up, the Hills and Vales have ſubmitted to Agriculture; and are become Arable 
and Paſture Lands, abounding with Corn, Sheep and Cattle. 

From the Premiſes, I ſuppoſe, *tis evident, what Mr. Carew in his Survey faith, 15 this excellent 
Harbour of Falmouth, that an Hundred Ships may lie at Anchor within the ſame; and none of them 
ſe the others Main-tops; the Reaſon of which is, becauſe of the ſteep Hills and long Windings of 
the ſeveral Channels or Branches thereof.

The preſent Pariſh of FALMOUTH is a eier d Part of the old Pariſh of Budock, raxed i in the 
Dome S-day Roll, 1087, and ſeparated frqm it by Virtue of an Act of Parliament made 15. Crna. II. 


whereby that Church is deprived of its Rectory, the Great and Small Tithes, as far as the Boundaries 


of this new Pariſh extend. Which Act was obtain'd on the humble Petition of Sir Peter Killigrew, of 
Arwinike, Knt. who, by his Bounty and the charitable Benefactions which he procur'd of others (with 
Leave of the King and the Biſhop of Exon) had builded, on his own Land, a Church, with 1ts Ceme- - 
tary, at the South End of FarMourꝝ Town, (whereof he was Lord and High Lord) for Conve- 
nience of himſelf, his Servants, and Tenants, who were far off from * Budock Church. This Church, 
ſo built, he endow'd with the Tithes aforeſaid, as a Rectory; and ſo became Patron thereof, or had 
Jus Patronatùs; reſerving to himſelf and his Heirs the Right of preſenting to the Ordinary a Clerk to 


be Rector thereof, when the ſame ſhould become void. And the firſt Rector, if I err not, that he 
Preſented to this new Church was Mr. John Bedford f. 


Thus it's evident by what Ways and Means Gentlemen became Patrons of Churches; according to 
the Maxim which I mention'd heretofore, viz. | 
Patronum faciunt Dos, Adificatio, Fundus. 
Jus Patronatis eſt Poteſtas praſentandi aliquem inſtituendum ad Beneficium Eccleſiæ ſimpl. & vacan. ac- 
cording to the Statute of Weſtminſter, 13. Enw. III. This Patronage or Advowſon Sir Peter Killigrew 


annexed to his Manor and Barton of Arwinike ; — not as Hereditas corporata, as Meſſuages, Lands, or 


Paſtures, — but as Hereditas incorporata, as Ways, Commons, Piſcaries, Courts, Sc. which may be 
made appendant to Inheritances corporate. Nevertheleſs, tho* now Advowſons, as other temporal In- 
heritances, are granted by Deed, and ſo in that reſpect cognizable at the. Common Law, — yet, for as 
much as they are the ſame which the Canon Law calls Fus Patronatis, it cannot be denied but that they 
are within the Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction. And therefore, although the Patron may have his Action 
againſt the Ordinary in a temporal Court by Quare impedit, for rejecting his Clerk, yet the Ordinary 
may decree a Proceſs de Jure Patronatis in the Caſe, to enquire by a mixt Jury of Eccleſiaſtical and 
Lay Men touching the Right of Advowſon or Patronage, according to the Laws and Cuſtoms of the 
Church: Grounded upon the Inſtitutions of the Emperor JusTiN1an, a matter of 1200 Years ſince. 
Moreover, by Jus Patronatis the Canon Law underſtands Honorificum, Utile, et Oneroſum.— Honori- 
ficum in regard of the obſequious Reſpect due from the Pariſh to the Patron; whereby he hath the chief 
Seat in the Church granted him; file et Oneroſum, for that the Patron may lawfully take the Profits, 
defend his Church and the Endowments thereof, and prevent Dilapidations. And further, by the Ca- 
non Law, if at any Time the Patron, or any of his legitimate Iſſue, happen to fall into Decay or Po- 
verty, that Church is obliged in eſpecial Manner to ſupply the Neceſſities of him and his, "On all 
other Poor. And this Allowance the Ordinary can compel the Incumbent to perform. 113

Seth Ward, Lord Biſhop of 
Exon, 1664. Within the Chancel of which Church afterwards. was laid, in an envaulted ig the 
dead Body of its Patron and Founder, Sir Peter Killigrew, Knt. The preſent Incumbent Quaram. Sir 
Peter alſo gave the firſt Rector thereof, and his Succeſſors forever, a Houſe and Garden to dwell in, 
for Profit and Pleaſure; as alfo a very rich Pulpit-Cloth, with Gold Fringes, whereon in Needle-Work 
of Gold are placed t he Letters, I. H. S. being the Initials of Jeſus Hominum Salvator. | 
Conſecration of a Church ſignifies the Dedication of the ſame to GOD, or ſeparating i it from ſecu- 
lar or prophane Uſes, for the only Uſe and Service. of GO D. Spelman tells us of an ancient Canon 
made by the Synod held at Celychyth, Anno Dom. 816, under alfred, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, then 
Preſident thereof, KenuLen King of Mercia being, then preſent, wherein, to this Purpoſe, we thus 

read: Whereſoever a Church is built or erected, let it be ſanctified by the Biſhop of the proper Dio- 
| © ceſe, Let it have a Benediction from himſelf, and be ſprinkled with Holy Water, and ſo be made a 
* compleat Church, in ſuch Manner as is preſcribed in the miniſterial Books. Afterwards let the Eu- 
© chariſt, which is conſecrated by the ſame Biſhop, be, together with other Reliques, [See Gu LVALL] 
repoſited and laid up in a Cheſt, and kept and preſerved in the fame Church. And we ordain and 
© command that every Biſhop take care that the SainTs to whom their Churches be dedicated reſpec- 
« tively be painted on the Church Walls, or Tables on the Altars. [See CuTHBerT.] 

The novel Inſtitutions of JusTinian 131. Anno Dom. 530, further faith : That no Perſon ſhall 

« preſume to erect a Church till the Biſhop of the Dioceſe hath been firſt acquainted therewith, and 
© ſhall come and lift up his Hands to Heaven and conſecrate the Place to GOD by Prayer, and erect 
© the Symbol. of our Salvation, the venerable and truly precious Rood, viz. the Croſs.” | The Biſhop 


was alfo to lay the firſt Stone of the Foundation of a Church, and cut the Form of a Croſs on it. He 


was likewiſe in his Formalities to fume the Ground-work, or Foundation, with Incenſe circularwiſe. 
Then his Singing-Men were to fay a Kind of Collect for the Saint to whole Name hong Church was de- 
dicated with ſome other Services which the Chanter ſhould appoint. 


From whence it ariſeth, that the Privileges and Immunities of a Church do not follow the Building, 


but 1 . thereof, as is evident from the 5th Canon of King Al unxEp's Church-Laws: Where 
it is faid, * that if a Man purſued by an Enemy flies to the Temple, no Man ſhall take him thence by 
© the Space of ſeven Days. But this Freedom ſhall not be granted to any Church that is not conſecrated 
by the Biſhop. [See CUTHBERT and LanczsTox. 8 


Ar-win-ike, I above ſaid, is in this Pariſh, and Lonifies the bn ſil Like; Creek, Cove, or Bo. 
ſom of Waters, according to the Circumſtances of the Place; on Part of which Manor formerly ſtood 
the Inſular Iſland Iæ a, or Icta, of Diodorus Siculus, before-mentioned. Otherwiſe, if the Name of 
this Place be Ar-wynn-ike, it ſignifies the victorious or conquering ſtill Lake, Cove, or Boſom of 


Waters ; perhaps to be ſo conftrued with reference to Pendenis 2 contiguous with and built upon 
Arwinick Lands. 


This Place is the chief Manſion of dar Ancient wt Famous Family b ae Ebb aHenie Rilh- 
greu, or Killy-greue, from a local Place in St. Herme, called Killigrew Barton, Downs, and Hill, now 


in Poſſeſſion of Jago in Fee; where Henry the Son of Maugan de Killigrew held three Parts of 2 


Knight's Fee of Lands, and at Trewince in Gerance, 3. HENRY IV. according to Carew's Survey of 
Cornwal, pa. 44. which local Place Killygrew ſignifies either oft Growth or Flouriſbing, or loſt Grief, 
Anguiſh, or Vexation. Of this Family further Tpeaks Mr. Carew, pa. 150. The Stock is ancient; 
and divers of the Branches have grown to great Advancement in Calling and Livelihood by their greater 
Deſerts.— Though I could never underſtand that any of them ever ſerv'd their Prince or Country in any 
publick Capacity, as Parliament- Men, Juſtices of the Peace, or Sheriffs for this County; out of a po- 
litick and ſecret Reſerve to themſelves, as not thinking it prudent to do other Mens Buſineſs at their own 
proper Coſt and Charges, or to be puffed up or pleaſed with the tickling Conceit of making themſelves 
popular in their Country with any Office they did not get Money by. Wherefore, generally, my were 
Courtiers, and Favourites of their Princes, and got many Boons thereby of great Value. 


Sir Fobn Kilygrew, Knt. in 1571, built the greateſt Part of the Old Houſe now ſtanding here. He 
married Wolverſton of Molwerſton, and by her had Iſſue John Killygrew, Eſq; who married Monte, who 


had Iſſue by her Vin. Killigrew, Eſq, created the 585th Baronet of England, Patent 22d of December, 


12. Cana. II. with Limitation to Peter Killygrew, Eſq; Son of Sir Peter Killygrew, aforeſaid, Knight: 
This Sir Vm. Killygrew, Bart. by ill Conduct waſted his whole paternal Eſtate, which was valued about 
3000 J. per Ang. and laſtly fold this Manor and Barton of Arwyaick to his Younger Brother, Sir Peter 
Kilygrew, Knt, aforeſaid, who had Iſſue Sir Peter Killygrew, Bart. aforeſaid, who married one of the 
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Coheirs of Judge Twi/den, and had Iſſue by her George Killyprew, Eſq, who married Hin, * f 
Sir Job Seyntaubyn, Bart. and had Iſſue by her one a by ; 


This Mr. George Killygrew was afterwards at a Tavern in Pexryn ſlain in the Chamber, in a Duel, by 
Walter Vincent, Eſq; Barriſter at Law, who was tried for his Life at Lanceſton for the Fact, and acquit- 


ted by the Petty Jury. Yet this Mr. Vincent through Anguiſh and Horror at this Accident, as *twas 


ſaid, within two Years after, waſted of an extream Atrophy of his Fleſh and Spirits, chat at length at 
the Table whereby he was fitting in the Biſhop of Exon's Palace, in Preſence of divers Gentlemen, he 
inſtantly fell back againſt the Wall and died. 


Sir Peter K:llygrew had Iſſue alſo two Daughters, the one married to Richard Eriſey, Eſa; and another 


married to Martin Lifter, Eſq; of Lifton in Staffordſhire, a Captain or Lieutenant in Pendenis Caſtle; 


under John Earl of Bath; upon whoſe Iſſue by her Sir Petey ſettled much of his Lands, on Condition 
he ſhould aſſume the Name of Killygrew, and is now in Poſſeſſion of this Lordſhip. Lifter is Gulph 
Land; Liſton Gulph Town; fo called from ſome bad Paſſage over the Waters there; however, if my" 
tow be a Simple, it ſignifies a Towel or Napkin of Linnen or Silk.

'The Country People hereabout will tell you, (as ſuch are ſuperſtitious enough to do) that this Man- 
Naughter of Mr. Ki/lygrew by Mr. Vincent, whereby the Male Line of that Family is extinct, was a 


juſt Judgment of GOP, for that Jane Rilligrew, Widow of Sir John Killigrew, Kt. aforeſaid, his 


Great Grandmother, in the Spaniſh Wars, in the latter End of the Reign of Queen EL Iz AB ET EH, 
went aboard two Dutch Ships of the Hanſe Towns, always free Traders in Times of War, driven into 


| Falmouth Harbour by croſs Winds, laden with Merchandizes on Account (as was ſaid) of Spaniards, 
and with a numerous Party of Ruffians ſlew the two Spaniſb Merchants, or Factors, on board the ſame, 
and from them took two > Barrels, or Hogſheads, of Spaniſh Pieces of Eight, and converted 8 to 


her « own Uſe. 

Now, though Fleta, lib. i. cap. 3. temp. Ret II. tells us that i it is no Murder, unleſs it be pro. 
ved that the Party ſlain was Engliſh, and no Stranger; yet afterwards, by the Statute 14. EDwWwARPD III 
his Son, cap. 4. the killing any Foreigner under the King's Protection out of evil Deſign, or Malice, is 


made Murder. Upon which Statute theſe Offenders were try*d and found Guilty, at Lancefton, of 
Wilful Murder, both by the Grand and Petty Juries, and had Sentence of Death paſſed accordingly 
upon them, and were all executed except the faid Lady Killigrew, the principal Agent and Contriver 


of this barbarous Fact; who, by the Intereſt and Favour of Sir John Arundell of Tolverne, Kt. and 


his Son-in-law Sir Nicholas Hals, of Pengerfick, Kt. obtained of Queen EL Iz ABETN a Pardon, or Re- 


prieve, for the ſaid Lady, which was ſeaſonably put into the Sheriff of Cornwal's Hands. 

At the News whereof, the other condemned Wretches aforeſaid, at the Gallows, lamented nothing 
more than that they had not the Company of that old Jezabel K:lligrew at that Place, as in Juſtice ſhe 
ought to be (to uſe their own Mord,); and begged Almighty GOD that ſome remarkable Judgment 


might befal her and her Poſterity, nay, and all thoſe who were inſtrumental in procuring her Pardon. 


And obſerved hereupon it was, that her Grandſon Sir Vm. Killigrew, as aforeſaid, ſpent the whole pa- 


ternal Eſtate of his Anceſtors, as did Sir Thomas Arundell, Kt. Son of Sir John Arundell aforeſaid, and 


Jobn Hals, Eſq; Son of Sir Nicholas Hals, Kt. in their own Times. But alas! ſecret and publick Re- 
volutions of this Kind, and all others in Worldly Affairs, are carried on by the Judgment and Provi- 
dence of GOD, not the Determination of Men, eſpecially ſuch barbarous Ruffians as thoſe Criminals 3 


| though thoſe Things happen'd according to the Malefactors direful Imprecations in ſome Senſe. 


This Lady Fane Killigrew afterwards gave a Silver Cup to the Mayors of Penryn forever, in Memo- 
ry of ſome Kindneſs in her Trouble received in that Corporation, 1612. 

Sir Henry Killigrew, Kt. temp. ELIZABETH was a Younger Brother to Sir John Killigretv, ee 
and followed the Court for Advantage, and to raiſe his Fortunes (according to the conſtant Genius of 
his Family). He, as Mr. Carew in his Survey of Cormwal faith, after Ambaſſies, and Meſſages, and 
many other profitable Employments, both of Peace and War, in his Prince's Service, to the Good of 
his Country, made choice of a retired Eſtate, and was reverently regarded by all Sorts, and placed 
his principal Contentment in himſelf : Which to a Life ſo well atted can no ways be wanting. He mar- 
ried Katherine, Daughter of Sir Anthony Cooke, of Giddy Hall, in | Eſſex, Kt. who had Iflue by her a 


Daughter married to Sir Jonathan Trelawny, of Poole, Kt. 


This Sir Henry Killigrew, by the Favour of Queen ELIZABETH, as a Boon procur'd Gervaſe Ba- 
bington, Lord Biſhop of Exon, 1594; by Leaſe and Releaſe, Fine and Recovery, to diſmember from 
the Church and Biſhopric of Exon the great Manor, Barton, and Lordſhip of Kirton in Devon, worth 
1000 J. per Ann. Rents of Aſſize; which had been in Poſſeſſion of the Biſhops of Exon from the Time 
of Eudulpbus the firſt Biſhop thereof, Anno Dom. 907. being 687 Years to that Time. But long ſince 
* « Manor of Land i is gone out of the Name and Poſſeſſion of Ki//igrew. In like Manner, about that 
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Time John Coldwell, Lord Biſhop of Saliſbury, paſſed the Manor of Sberborn to the Crown, by whom 
it was given to Sir Walter I" Ke. which is alſo long ſince gone out of his Name and F ly 
[See NEwLAnD,] 
The Arms of Killigrew are, —Iithin a Field Argent, an Imperial Rah with two Necks, within a 
Bordure Bezanty, Sable. Which Arms and Bordure, and the Eagle, ſeem to inform us that this Family 
is indirectly deſcended from Richard Farl of Cornwal, King of the Romans, by his Concubine Joan 4; 
Valletorta, Widow of Sir Alexander Oakeſton [See St. STEPHENS by SALTASH.]; for that as this 
Bordure Bezanty Sable was the Arms of Caddock Earl of Corneal, and fo of Richard Earl of Cornwal, 
VIZ. 5, 4, 3, 2, 1. and the Imperial AWE was the * of the ſaid Ba of Cornival as King of 
the Romans. 

Within this Pariſh alſo now ſtands the Burrough Town of F ALMOUTH.. It was incorporated 


14. CHARLEs II. by the Name of the Mayor, and Aldermen, and Magiſtrates of the Burrough of Fal- 


mouth; with the Juriſdiction of a Court-Leet, wherein Plea of Debt and Damage is try'd within its Pre- 
cincts. But notwithſtanding its preſent Grandeur, neither Town nor its modern Name is of any great 


Antiquity ; neither being extant an Hundred Years paſt : For long ſince that Time it was known by 


no other Appellation than that of Sm7h-ike ; that is, Smith*s Creek, Leat, or Boſom of Waters, from 
a Smith who lived at the Creek, or Cove, now in the Centre thereof. And verily I have been told by 


ſome Aged Perſons lately living, that they remember'd not above Five Houſes ſtanding in this Place, 
tho? now I ſuppoſe they are increaſed to Five or Six Hundred. And for its Name Falmouth, it was 
not recorded *till, at the Requeſt of Sir Peter Killigrew, it was inſerted in its Charter of Incorporation, 


as aforeſaid. Which Thing I do not mention to diſparage this really good Town, but to let the 
Inhabitants of this Place, and many other Families now flouriſhing in Cormual, know, that many of 
them are miſtaken in their Antiquity and former Appellations, if truly examined, 


Moreover, concerning the firſt Buildings of this Town by Jobn Killigrew, Eſq; 1613. happen'd 4 


notable Controverſy between him and the Corporations of Penryn, Trurow, and Helſton; which ſuggeſ- 
ted by a humble Petition to King Jams I. promoted and backed by the Intereſt of the Burgeſles 


thereof, viz. Sir Rich. Robarts, Bart. and Jo. Arundell, Eſq; for Trurow, Sir Fra. Godolphin, Kant. for 
Hlelſton, Richard Penwarne, Eſq; for Penryn, and others, That the erecting of a Town at Smith-ike 


« would tend to the Ruin and impoveriſhing of the Ancient Coinage- Towns and Market-Towns afore- 
* ſaid, not far diſtant from thence : And therefore humbly prayed the King's Majeſty, that the Buil- 


dings and Undertakings of Mr. Killigrew might be inhibited for the future. 


Who, upon Receipt and Hearing of this Petition in Council, ordered the Lords ee, . 


Buckbur#, Humes, Marre, Sir Robert Cecil, Principal Secretary of State, and others, to write to Sir 


Nicholas Hals, of Fentongollan, Kt. then Governor of Pendenis Caſtle, to be better inform'd of the 


true Merits of this Caſe; and to know his own particular Sentiments about it. Which Gentleman, as 
| ſoon as he received this tor, made Anſwer, That he well approved of Mr. Killigrew' Project for 


building a Town and Cuſtom-houſe at Smith-ike, as being near the Mouth of the F AL Harbour s 3 and 
briefly, amongſt many others, for theſe Reaſons eſpecially : 


1. For the quick and neceſſary Supply of ſuch Ships, whofe Occaſions or contrary Winds brouglit 
* them in there, without being obliged (as then they were) to go up Two Miles the River to Penryn, 


or Nine Miles to Trurow, in order thereto ; or to take in and out their Cargoes, or Ladings, and 


make Entries at the Cuſtom-houſes at ſuch a Diſtance ; by Reaſon of which Delays of Time, they 
many Times loſt the Opportunity of a fair Wind to proſecute their intended V oyages longer than was 
© for their Advantage. 


© 2, For the ſpeedy ſupplying or reinforcing the Caſtle of Pendenis, contiguous therewith, with 


Men, Ammunition, and Proviſions, in caſe of any Enemy's ſudden lovaſion, or endeavouring to 


take the ſame by Storm or Surprize, before the Country Militia could be raifed, or Recrulty brought 
in for that Purpoſe. 
« 3. For that other Caſtles, for the ſame Reaſons, were built near Towns, or Towns ended neat 


© them; as Dover, Portſmouth, Plymouth, Newcaſtle, Graveſend, and many more.“ As appears more 
at large from the Letters and Reaſons of Sir Nicholas to the Lords of the Council aforeſaid; whereof 


by Fees to the Clerks of the Council, or Secretaries of State, Copies were privately taken N at the 
ſpecial Inſtance and Requeſt of the ſaid Richard Penwarne, and other Members of Parliament, then in 


LONDON, who tranſmitted them by the Hands of Mr. Anthony Mundye to the Corporations afore- 


ſaid. Where the Writer of theſe Lines hath had a full View of them, amongſt the Papers and Re- 

cords of the Burrough of Penryn, then lodged-i in the Cheſt of its Town-Hall. Whereupon King 
Jauxs, on a full Hearing of this controverted Matter between the Parties aforefaid, and what could be 
alledged on either Part, gave his Open (with which all the Council agreed), That the erecting a 


Town 
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Town at Smithike by Mr. 8 could in no Senſe be - prejudcd to the Coinage and 6 
Towns aforeſaid, they ſtanding at ſuch conſiderable Diſtance from it: But eſpecially for that every Man 
might lawfully do what he would for the Utility and Advantage of his own proper Goods and Lands, 


without the Licence or Approbation even of the King, or any contiguous Neighbour, who had no 


blick or private Nuſance thereby done him. How much more reaſonable was it therefore, when the 
Owners of ſuch Lands converted them to ſuch Uſes as tended not only to his own, but the publick 
Good and Advantage of the King and Country together ? 

© FRCP, Mr. Killygret proceeded with his intended Buildings; and his Tenants, the Inhabi- 

tants thereof, quickly grew rich by Trade and Merchandize both home and abroad. So that in about 
twenty Years Time the Town became notably famous in reſpect thereof: And is now for Wealth; 


Trade, and Buildings, ſcarcely inferior to any Town in Cornwal. It's privileged alſo with a Weekly 


Market on Thurſdays, and with Fairs upon Zuly the 27th and Ofober the 3oth. 

In this Town His Majeſty hath his Cuſtom-houſe, Collector, Comptroller, Cuſtomer. Surveyor, 
Sea and Land Waiters ; and from this Town the Pacquet-Boats from the Groyne, Liſbon, and America, 
receive. their N from their Agent, to the great W of this Place in Time of Peace and 
War. f 
This Town alſo was the Honourary Title of Charles Lord Berkly, Viſcount Fitz- Hardie: created 
Lord Bolletort, and Earl of Falmouth, the 17th of March, 16. CHA. II. 1664. He was ſlain in the 
Dutch Wars, 1665, without legitimate Iſſue, and gave for his Arms, — Ruby, a ane Ermine, be- 
tween 10 Croſſes Pattee, 6 and 4, Pearl. [See STRATTON.] 

Afterwatds it became the Honourary Title of George Fitz-Roy, ſecond Son to Barbara Dutcheſs of 


Cleveland, by K. CHARLES II. by whom he was created Earl of Northumberland, Viſcount Falmouth, 


and Baron Pontefract in Yorkſhire ; and giveth for his Arms, — The Imperial Shield of England, with a 


| Battoon ſiniſter .... . Ermine and Azure, This Barbara Villars was one of the Daughters of the Lord 


2 Grandiſon, of the Kingdom of Ireland, and was married to Roger Palmer, Eſq; created Earl 

of Caſtlemayne in Ireland; buc afterwards, when K. CnarL Es II. took a Liking to and had enjoy'd 
this Counteſs, he ſent the Earl her Huſband, with his own good Liking, Governor of a Caſtle and 
Colony of Engliſh at Surrat in the Eaft-Indres, as I take it. His Lady King CHARL Es further created 
Counteſs of Southampton and Dutcheſs of Cleveland during Life, [See SYTHNEY] after the Death of 
George Fitz-Roye. 

In the Year 1722 Hugh Boſcawen, o of 7. regothnan, Eſa; Lord Warden of the Stannaries, was crea- 
ted by King GzorcE Lord Boſcawen of Tregolbnan, Baron Boſcawen of Boſcawen-Ros, in Puryan, 
and Viſcount Falmouth, 


In this Pariſh, on the Lands of the Manor of Arwynick, near (the Icta and and of Diodorus Si- 
culus aforeſaid) upon a lofty Peninſula, or Promontory of Land, ſtands the famous and impregnable 


Caſtle of Pendenis; for which the Crown pays annually to the Lord of the Manor aforeſaid out of the 
Exchequer about 137. 65. 8 d. Rent, as I take it. For the Compound Name Pen den. is Caſtle, it's 
Britiſh, and ſignifies that it is the head or chief Man's Caſtle, viz, the King or Farl of Cornwal's. 
Otherwiſe, if the true Name thereof be Pen-dun-es Caſtle, it ſignifies that it is the bead or chief Fort 
or Fortreſs Caſtle. This Caſtle of old conſiſted only of a treble Intrenchment of Turf, Earth, and 
Stones, after the Britiſh and Roman Manner, [See St. CoL.oms] upon the Top of the higheſt Hill in 


thoſe Parts, abutting upon the Weſt Side of the Mouth, or Entrance, of the Harbour of Fal. 
mouth, and containeth about twenty Statute Acres of Ground within the Lines, repair'd and indiffe- 


rently fortified by King HENRY VIII. in the latter End of his Reign i in the French War, with Allow- 


ance of a Petty Garriſon: Whoſe Daughter, Queen ELIZABETH, in her Spaniſh Wars, raiſed the new 


Fort, and better'd the old Fortification, as they are now extant. So that it is look'd upon as one of 
the moſt invincible Caſtles in this Kingdom, having [had] in it above 100 Pieces of Cannon mounted, 

and ſome Thouſands of Foot-Arms. After Q. ELIZABETH had thus fortified and munified the Caſtle 
of Pendenis, ſhe placed therein a Band of 100 Soldiers, and over them placed, as her Governour, Sir 
Nicholas Parker, Kt. (a Devonſhire Gentleman, as ſome ſay, though his Arms @ Feſs Fretty or Chequer 


differs from the Arms of Parker of Burrington) of whom thus ſpeaks Mr. Carew, pa. 130. He now 


* demeaneth himſelf no leſs kindly and frankly towards his Neighbours for the preſent, than he did re- 
* ſolutely and valiantly againſt his Enemies when he follow'd the Wars: Wherethrough he commandeth 
not only their Bodies by his Authority, but alſo their Hearts by his Love, to live and die in his Aſſi- 
© ſtance, for their common Preſervation, and Her Highneſs's Service.” He died without Iſſue Auno 
Dom. 1608. and lies buried in Budock Church.

Widow (Sir James Baggs, Knt.“s Daughter, of Plymouth) was matried to Joby Arundell, of Trek, 
Eſqz, Son of John Arun dell of that Place, Eſq; commonly called John of T bury ; for tllat he Was an 
Officer under QErzazzrn, when ſhe was encamped there with her Army, in Expeftation' of the 
Spaniards Landing, 1588. 

Which Gentleman, was by K. CHARLEs TE” Governor of Pendenis Caſtle; during whofe Com- 
mand happen'd a tragical Siege thereof by the Parl. Army under Col. Forteſeue; wherelh Befieged and Be- 
ſiegers ſhew'd unparallel'd Valour and Conduct for ſix Months Space; when at'length it was'ſurrender'd: 
upon honourable Conditions; the Soldiers going forth with their Arms mounted and Colours flying, 
more conſum'd with Sickneſs and Famine within the Walls than deſtroy*d' by their Enemies from With 
out: Having been driven to that Extremity, that the Goverhor, Soldiers, and many otller Gentlemen 
and Ladies therein, were forced for ſome Time to eat Horſe-Fleſh, for Want of other Victuals; being

hemm'd in by the Parliament's Frigats at Sea on one Side, ard ſurrounded by their Army at Land on 


t other; ſo that no Relief of Men or Proviſions could be brought into the Garriſon. Wheteby it was 


forced to capitulate and ſurrender as aforeſaid, 1647. (before which Time all other Caſtles in England, 
except Ragland in Wales, were yielded up to the Parliament). And the Hunger. ſtarvd Soldiers of 
Pendenis, who came out thence, regaling too freely on Victuals and Drink, brought themſelves into 
incurable. Diſeaſes, VIZ. Fe evers, Aguées, Conſumptions, Dropfſies, and Bloody-Viuxes, whereof” many 
died. 80 that here, as in many other Places, it was obſerved that more Men and Women died by too 
often putting their Hands to their Mouths, than by clapping their Hands to their Swords; as the Tea 
did on Surrender of Feruſalem to the Romans after the Siege and Famine there. 

After the Surrender of this Caſtle, as aforéſaid, by Col. Jobn Atundell, he was weberden in that 

Dignity by Col. Forteſcus; and he was ſucceeded by Capt. Fox. As after. the Reſtoration of King 
CnakIL ES II. Fox was ſucceeded by Richard Lord Arundell, and he by the the Earl of Bath: 
One Mr. Thomas Killigrew, of this Arwinick Family; was Jeſter or Mafter of the” Revels to King 
ChaRLESs II. Who (to give but a ſingle Inſtance of his Wit and Humour) having been at Paris on 
Buſineſs, went to Verſailles to ſee the French Court for Diverſion; where being well known to many 
of the French Courtiers, who had been in England, he was by them inttoddceck i into Lewis XIV. the 
King of France's Preſence, who had a long Time had a Deſire to ſee him whom Fare reported the 
wittieſt Man in England. But at that Time Killigrew was politickly out of Humour, and ſpake very 
little, out of a Deſire he had to hear the Wiſdom of the French Court: And what little Pifcourſe he 
had, it was trivial, and of no Conſequence. Whereupon King Lzw1s told the Nobfertteft who gave 
him fuch Encomiums of his Wit, that he looked upon him as a very dull Fellow. Wheren Jon the 
Courtiers told him, that whatever His Majeſty's Opinion was, aſſuredly he was a moſt ingemious and 
witty Man. Whereupon ſoon after the King reſolved to make a further Tryal of him; and therefore 
led him into a long Gallery, where were many fine Pictures; and aſked Killigrew wilt they were? 
And, amongſt the reſt of thoſe Draughts, ſhew'd the Picture of our Saviour upon the Croſs; and then 
again aſked Killigrew if he knew what it was? To which, as to the former Demands, he anfwered 
No. IWhy then, faith King Lewis, Monſieur Killigrew, I will tell you what they are. — The Pifure 
in the Centre is the Draught of our Saviour on the Croſs ; that on the Right Hand of bim is the Pope's 
Picture; and that on the Left is my own. To which Killigrew reply'd, I humbly thank Your Majeſty for 
the Information you have given me; for though T have often heard that our Saviour was crucified tetween 
two Thieves, yet I never knew who they were ill now. Which ſharp Repartee convinced the King of 
his wrong Opinion of Killigrew's Wit in Satire and Ridicule ; eſpecially it being at the Time when the 
Pope and French King grievouſly — the French Proteſtants, and either —— them to Naß, 
or drove chem out of France.

St. Fzock, the preſidual Guardian of this Church, in all Probability, lived at the Place afotefaiel 


called Le- Feock, i. e. Feotk's Place or Dwelling. But who or what his Parents were, when or where 
börn; Sr. I muſt plead non ſum informatus; as likewiſe as to his Education in the Liberal Arts and Sci- 


ences, and what Order of Religious Men he was of, or whether Biſhop, Prieſt, Monk, Friar, or Her- 
mit; I am not able to reſolve ; tho? comparatively I have turn'd over a Horſe-Load of Martyrologers 
and Agonal Writers in Queſt of him. So that at length I began to fancy he was only an imaglnary or 
ritious Saint, made by the Courteſy of the Inhabitants, without the Cognizance of the Pope, as ma- 
ny others in this Province are. [See St. Coroms major. 

But afterwards reviſiting this Church, and chancing to eſpy i in the Glass Windows thereof the Fi igure 
of a Man in Prieſt's Robes, with a radiated :or-ſhining Circle about his Head and Face, and under his 


Feet written S T. FE OCR; beneath whom, alſo in the Glaſs, were depainted kneeling and bending 


forward; in Way of Adoration, the Figures of a Man and Woman, and behind them ſeveral Children, 


cut of which Man and Woman's Mouths proceeded a Label, with this Inſcription: Sancte Feock, ora 


pro bono Statue L. Trewonwoll et Elianoræ, Uxoris ejus. From whence I'was fully ſatisfied that he was 


indeed the titular Guardian of this Church, and ſo worſhipped as a Mediator or Interceſſor: Which 
the depainted oral Addreſſes of the Inhabitants and the radiated Circle aforeſaid abundantly teſtify the 


Truth of. ¶ For radiated Circles ſee St. Sr EHENS and St. Marywike.] | 
How the Chriſtian General Councils have differ'd in Opinion concerning the worſhipping of Saints, 


let the Reader obſerve. In the Council of Conſtantinople, Anno Dom. 755, the Invocation of Saints 


was confirmed. Another Council at Conſtantinople under Leo Tſarus decreed the wor ſhipping of Saints 
and Images was ID OLATRY, and that their Interceſion was not real, but an imaginary Opinion, 
or Doctrine. Vet again the Council at Conſtantinople under Bas1L1vs the Emperor, Anno Dom. 871, 
reſtored the worſhipping of Saints and Images; and particularly that the Image of Chriss, the Bleſſed 
Virgin Mary, and the Saints, in all Places of Adoration ſhould be adored and worſhipped, and held in 
no leſs Reverence than the Books of the Goſpel. Laſtly, to corroborate all, the famous Council of 1 
Trent, 1546, decreed the worſbipping of Retiques, the Invocation of Saints, and pen of n 
to be Jure Divino. 


At Le. feocꝶ aforeſaid, temp. CHARLES I. was the Dwelling by Leafs of Capt. T 8 Penroſe, 
whoſe Father married Verman; originally deſcended from the Pentuſes of Penroſe, in Sythney, This 
Gehtleman, having in his Youth, temp. CHARLES I. been bred at Sea, in the Practice and Art of Na- 
vigation, it appears from his Journal, that in the Year 1650, he was by the States of England made 
Captain, or Commander, of the Briſto! Frigate, or Man of War; in Which he fought, together with 
che Exgliſb Fleet under Command of General Blake near Dover, againſt the Dutch Fleet under their 
General Van Trump; who was ſhrewdly worſted by Blake. He was alſb in the Engagement againſt the 
Dutch Fleet under Sir George Ayſcough, 1652, before Plymouth; where the Victory. inclined to neither 
Side; but great Loſſes on both. He alſo, the 28th of Ockober, the ſame Year, fought in Genera 
Bloke's Squadron againſt the General of the States De Witt, who was then worſted, on one Side of the 
North Ferelatittin the Downs. Capt. Penroſe was alſo in the Engagement between General Blake and 
For Trump, wherein the Engliſh Fleet was worſted and came off with great Loſs, ſo that Van Trump 
ſaled in the Downs in great Triumph, with a Broom on his Main-top-maſt, 8 
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But maugre his Succeſſes, Pride, and Inſolence, England fitted forth her ſhatter'd Ships Sener than 
was expected, to the Number of 80 Sail of Men of War; when Capt. Penroſe was removed from the 
Briſtol to the Command of the Maidſton Frigat. Then alſo were Penn and Burne diſcharged from 
Command of particular Squadrons ; and the Supreme Command of the Fleet was put into the Hands 
of Gen. Blake, Gen. Monk, and Gen. Deane: When ſoon after happen'd that tremendous bloody 
Sea-Fight betwixt the Engliſh and Dutch Fleets before Weymouth and Dunganeſs, wherein Gen. Mont 
declar'd (upon the ſudden Death of Gen. Deane, kill'd at Breakfaſt, on the Deck of their Ship, by 
the Bullet of a Defiance-Gun ſhot at random by the Dutch) that this Fifth Battle ſhould put an End to 
the War one way or other; and accordingly gave forth ſtrict Orders to the Officers of his Fleet, on 
Penalty of Death, neither to give or take Quarter. Which Command being in the Engagement kept 
a conſiderable Time, the Terror of it ſo amaz'd the Dutch, that after great Loſs of Men and Ships by 
them ſuſtain'd, they declin'd the Fight, and bore away with their Fleet, leaving the Victory and Bri- 
tiſh Channel wholly to the Engliſh. 

Penroſe (as appears by his Journal) loſt above 530 Men out of the Maidfton, having a Number more 
wounded. 

The Engliſh F leet afterwards coaſting Weſtward, in Purſuir of be flying Dutch, was by croſs Winds 
forced into Falmouth Harbour. Capt. Penroſe thereupon entertain'd, at his Houſe of Le-feock, (oppo. 


ſite to the faid Harbour) Gen. Monk, Gen. Blake, Sir G. Ayſcough, and many aer Officers and * ; 


tlemen of the Fleet, to their great Satisfaction, for ſeveral Days. 

They afterwards ſent him many Letters concerning the War, Fleet, and Ship he failed 1 in, a the 
E Courſe he ſhould take; 5 and prais d and thank d him for his ent Valour and e in the ſeveral 
Engagements. 


Capt. Penroſe fought alſo 3 in 1 the Maidſton' Fri rigat, under Ge, 77 in the und and laſt Engagement 
of the Engliſh at Sea againſt the Dutch Fleet, wherein Jan Trump their General was ſlain, and his Fleet 


extremely ſhatter'd, ſunk, and diſabled, to the great Terror of the United Provinces. 
Maidſton Frigat underwent the Loſs of many Seamen.

It alſo appears from Capt. Penreſe's Journal, whilſt he commanded the Maidfon, that the was one of 


the 5 Ships, under Sir George Ayſcougb, that were order'd by the then Parliament to ſail into the Sound, 
to aſſiſt the King Sweden againſt the Danes. But a Peace being concluded between thoſe Nations, ſoon 


after the Arrisal of thoſe Ships, nothing of Action was perform'd by them. Nevertheleſs, the King 
of Sweden rewarded the Five Captains of thoſe Ships in this Expedition with fo many Medals and 
| Necklaces of Gold, with the ſaid King of Sweden's Face on one Side of the Medal, and thoſe Gentle- 


mens Arms on the other, weighing about 18 Ounces each together with the Chain. 
is yet to be ſeen with his Daughter. 

In 1664, when another Dutch and, French War broke out, between them and King CARL Es II. and 
Able Sea-Officers were wanted for the Fleet, Penroſe, (who, as aforeſaid, for ef Years had been

diſplaced) had divers Letters ſent to him from Jamzs Duke of York, and the Duke of Abemarle 


(formerly General Monk), by Order of King CHARLES II. requeſting, in this Time of Need, that he 
would come up to London, accept of the Command and take the Charge of the Monk Frigat in the 
then Dutch War. Which at length, with ſome Reluctancy, he accepted. Which Truſt he diſcharg'd 
with the ſame Care and Faithfulneſs as before he had done in the Parliament's Service. And more- 


over, in the Three Sea Fights which the Duke of York and the Duke of Albemarle had with the Dutch 


| Fleets (in all which he was commanded, though but a Third-Rate Ship, to follow the Admiral, or 


General's Ships), he behaved himſelf with ach” prudent Valour and Conduct (tho? with the Loſs of ſe- 


veral Hundreds of his Men) that he preſerved his Ship, to the Admiration of all who ſaw her, from 
Deſtruction; though often boarded and ſurrounded with Enemies. In brief; thoſe Matters are ſo a- 
bundantly ſet forth in the ſeveral Letters of Thanks, after thoſe Engagements, from the ſaid Dukes 
and their Secretaries, to Penroſe, that, if I ſhould take the Pains to tranſcribe them, they would only be 
thought a Romance; as containing in them almoſt unparallePd Adventures and Dangers, which he 
moſt valiantly and ſucceſsfully paſſed through in the midſt of Seas, Slaughter, Fire, and Bullets ; were 
not the Originals yet extant, and to be ſeen. 

Laſtly, it appears from Letters and his Journals, (which he kept for EE Years Space) which he 
ent at Sea in the Publick Service of his Country, that in the Year 1667 he was by K. CHARLES II.

alſo from the Dukes aforeſaid, (yet to be ſeen); containing Thanks for his good Service, and further 
deſiting the Continuance of his Care, Conduct, and Watchfulneſs, againſt the Enemy, whenſoever 


they ſhould put out to Sea again; in the mean Time to obſerve ſuch further Orders as ſhould be ſent 
him. 


In this Kind of Poſt he remained 'till his Death, 1669, King CnaRL Es then owing him for his Sa- 


_ hary, or Pay, above 1500 /. of which neither he, nor his Heir, nor Executors, ever received a Far- 


thing. His Death was thought to be haftened through Grief and Vexation (being ſcarcely F ifty Six 
Years old when he died), and the Occaſion thus. — His Ship the Monk was all mann'd with Cornifhmen 
in thoſe Three laſt Engagements with the Dutch, who, for the Love and Reſpect they bore him, theit 
Countryman, were all Volunteers; none being impreſs'd for the Publick Service. Tt happen'd, in 
1668, Peace being concluded betwixt K. CHARLEs and the States of Holland, that the greateſt Part of 
our Engliſh F leet was haul'd up, and the Officers, Seamen, and Soldiers diſbanded, without Satisfac- 
tion, Wages, or Pay, for their Service, And amongſt them Capt. Penroſe's Ship and Squadron un- 
derwent the ſame Fate. So that ſoon after he happening to be at London, upon fome Occaſions, his 
diſbanded Company of Corniſhmen from the Monk, being far from home, were very troubleſome and 


tumultuous with him about their Pay, and fo clamorous as to tell him, that he by his fair Promiſes had 


cajol'd them into the Publick Service; and that now they could get nothing for their Labour and the 


Hazard of their Lives. The Captain anſwered for himſelf, as well as he could, that it was his own 


Caſe, as well as many other Officers and theirs, at this Exigence to want their Money ; and therefore 
defired their Patience *till the King was better provided with Caſh for their Satisfaction. But the Cor. 
niſhmen being more and more diſſatisfied with him for thoſe Delays, and their Wants and Neceſſities 


preſſing hard upon them, they form'd a Petition, ſetting forth the Premiſes to His Majeſty, and with 
the ſame came to the Captain's Chamber, and endeavour'd (after Words would not prevail) to con- 


ſtrain him in Perſon to preſent it to the King's Majeſty ; which he refuſing to undertake, a Scuffle hap. 


pen'd at the Top of the Stairs between him and the Petitioners. In which Conflict one Lampeer of 
Trurow by a Thruſt of Penroſe's Hands, his Feet and Hands King was thrown over the SIR; md, 


ſo much bruis'd with the Fall that ſoon after he died. 


Whereupon Penroſe was apprehended, held upon Bail, and reds indicted bees the Grand Ju- 
ry of Middleſex, or Weſtminſter, and found Guilty of Murder or Manſlaughter, and Alter warde was try- 
ed for his Life, and by the Petty Jury found Guilty of Manſaughter. 


Whereupon Penroſe was condemned to Death, and put into Newpate ; where rthwich he receiv'd a 
Reprieve, or Pardon, for this Offence from King CHARLESs II. under the Broad Seal of England, yet 
to be ſeen. Nevertheleſs, for the drawing, ſealing, and procuring this Pardon, the Clerks and Ofi- 


cers, thro* whoſe Hands it paſſed, extorted from the Captain T'wo Hundred TUNG, before he could 


get out it of their Hands to ſhew it to the Sheriff of Middleſex. 


This unhappy Accident fo troubled Penroſe, that, to put off the Thoughts thereof, bar kept Compa- 
ny more than ordinary with Gentlemen and Officers of the Fleet, and others; ſo that at length, by Ex- 


ceſs of drinking Healths, and otherwiſe, he fell into a malignant Fever; whereof he died, leaving Iſſue 
one only Daughter, his Heir, named Martin; married to James Hals, of Merther, Gent.

Now, as the Town and Harbour of Foy takes its Name from the Foys River on which 
it's ſituate, as aforeſaid, (not Foath River, as Mr. Carew faith) ſo in like manner, and for the ſame 
Reaſons, Plym-mouth Town and Haven are ſo denominated from the Pm (i. e. Plumb) River, Dart. 
mouth from the Dart, Teign-mouth from the Teign, Rivers, &c. Goc. 

In the Dome s-day Tax, this Place, or Pariſh, was rated under the Juriſdiction of T rywardreth.. Nei. 
ther was there any endowed Church here extant at the Time of the Inquiſition of the Biſhops of Liu. 
coln, &c. — unleſs (what can hardly be ſuppos'd) Eccleſia de Fanum appropriata domui de Tywardreth 
in Decan. de Powdre be a Corruption of Foot or Futon.

In the ancient chappel at Fo org, now "the Miniſter's 8 ee was ed temp. "ny III. 
the Name of Fi fart Bagga, a famous Sea · Commander in the then French Wars, a Native of this 
Town of Foyz. This Church and Town I take to be the. ticular Guardianſhip of St. CaTar- 
RINE, Whoſe Hiſtory is placed (or rather miſplaced) under Laxr EGLES, . near by. But for the 
Church and Tower of Fors, as it now ſtands, it was built about the Year 1466. Towards which 
Rich. Nevill, Earl of Warwick, was a great Benefactor; as appears from his Badge, or 'Cognizance, 
viz, ragged Staves, yet to be ſeen cut in many Parts of the Stones of the ſaid Church, and the 
Tower thereof. He was the 16th Earl of Saliſbury and Warwick 1458. and married Aune Daugh- 
ter of Rich. Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, by whom he had Iſſue Two Daughters, his Heirs, Label 
the Eldeſt married to Geo. Plantaganet Duke of Clarence, and Anne the Youngeſt (but firlt) married, 
to Prince Edward, Son of K. HENRY VI. and afterwards alas! to Richard Duke of Gloucejjer 
(afterwards K. RreHARD III.) notwithſtanding he with his own Hand in fore thought Malice ſtab. 
bed to Death her former Huſband. He gave for his Arms — Goroles, au Salteur @ Argent, an 
Lambell Gobonne d Argent « et Azure, Which Saultier, I ſuppoſe, has been miſtaken for ragged Stave. 

The Town of Foys is the Voke Lands of an antient Lordſhip by Preſcription, which the Prior 
of Trwardreth held of the antient Earls of Cornwal's Manor of Pyre-Vallell Coyt, now Leſtroithell 
or Reſtormel Caſtel. From whom alſo they had their Privileges of ſending Two Members to fit in 


the Commons Houſe of Parliament. [See TVWARDRE TH.] It was incorporated by K. CHARLES 


II. by the Name of the Mayor, Recorder, Portreve, Eight Aldermen, and a Town-Clerk. Not- 
withſtanding which, by ancient Cuſtom, the Members of amen are : elected by the Craven, VIZ. 
Scot and Lot Men, who pay Rates and Taxes. 


The Arms of this Town are, — A Ship in full Courſe, with Sails fa, on the Waves of the Ocean. 
It's further privil-ged with a Weekly Market on Saturdays, and Fairs on Shrove Tueſday, May the iſt, 


and September the 10th. This Town hath alſo added to its Privileges ſome of the Liberties and Free- 
doms of the Cinque Ports, which other Towns or Harbours have not. What they are the Inhabitants 
beft know. "Thoſe Privileges were firſt granted only to the Five Ports of Haſtings, Hliih, Dover, Rom 


ney, and Sandwich, in Kent, by King ED wa RD the Confeſſor; afterwards much increaſed in the Days 


of the Three ED WAR Ds I. II. III. which in this Place are too dong for me to recite. Mr. Careto tells us, 
chat in King EDWwaRD III.'s Days Shety tall Ships did belong to this Harbour; and that the Town of 
Foy didaflift 'that'King with Forty Seven Sail 6f Men of War and Tranſport Ships, An. Dom. 134), 
in order to "the Siege of Calais. Whereupon that King granted Commiſſions to tlie Chief Com- 
manders of thoſe The Ships to take French Prizes, during the Wars with "the French Nation; 
fo that in few Years thoſe Foe Men Were grown ſo rich and formidable, by tiling French Pri. 


bes -- that by Force and Arms they would enter muy Ports of that Kingdom, and carry away 
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with them all Ships FO could conquer, and what they could not, would uſe Means to ſet on 
Fire in the Places where they lay. In fine, when French Prizes grew ſcarce (I ſpeak on the Au- 
thority of Mr. Carew)" ſome of them ſcrupled not to turn Sea- Robbers, or Pyrates, taking, 
plundering, and deſtroying, all Ships they could maſter, of what Country ſoever ; not ſparing 


the Sailors Lives. By which Means they grew unſpeakably rich, proud, and miſchievous. Which 
. eccaſioned the Lord Pomier and other Normans to petition JohN King of France to grant them 


a private Commiſſion of Mart and Arms, to be revenged on the Pyrates of Foy x Town: 


Which accordingly they obtained, and carry'd their Deſign ſo ſecret, that a ſmall Squadron of 


Ships, and many Bands of Marine Soldiers were prepared and ſhipped without the Foye Mens 
Knowledge. They accordingly put to Sea out of the River Sone, in the Month of July, 1457, 
in 35. HENRY VI. and with a fair Wind failed thence croſs the Britiſ Channel, and got Sight 


of Foye Harbour; where they lay off at Sea 'till Night; when they drew. towards the Shore 


and dropt Anchor, and landed their Marine Soldiers, and Seamen, who at Midnight approach'd 


the South Weſt End of Foyz Town, where they kill'd all Perſons they met with, ſet Fire to 


the Houſes, and burnt one half thereof to the Ground, to the Conſumption of à great Part of 
the Inhabitants Riches and Treaſures, a vaſt deal of which gotten by their pyratical Practices. 


In which Maſſacre and Conflagration the Women, Children, and weakeſt Sort of People, for- 


ſook the Place and fled for Safety into the Hill Country. 
But the ſtouteſt Men, under Conduct of Jobn Treſfrye, Eſq; fortified themſelves as well as 
they could in his then new - built Houſe of Place, yet extant, where they ſtoutly oppoſed the 


Aſſaults of their Enemies, whilſt the French Soldiers plundered that Part of the Town which 


was unburnt, without Oppoſition, in the Dark. The News of this French Invaſion in the Mor- 
ning flew far into the Country; and the People of the contiguous Parts as quickly put themſelves 
in Arms; and in great Multitudes gathered together, in order to raiſe the Siege of Fowy E; 
which the Frenchmen obſerving, and fearing the Conſequence of their longer Stay, having gotten 
ſufficient Treaſure to defray the Charge of their Expedition, as haſtily ran to their Ships as they 
had deliberately entered the Town, and as privately returned into France as they had clandeſtine- 


| ly come into England: With ſmall Profit and leſs Honour. 


The Town of Foyt being thus conſumed by Fire, and plundered by the Sd Soldiers 


| and Seamen, the Inhabitants former Wealth and Glory reduced to Poverty and Contempt, they | 


politickly caſt themſelves at the Feet of Richard Nevill, Earl of JWarwick, aforeſaid, who pity- 
ing their diſtreſs'd Condition, and being Lord High Admiral of Eugla nd, granted ſome of them 
new Commiſſions for privateering and taking French Ships, on Promiſe of their juſt and righte- 


E ous Proceedings, and renouncing the Trade of Piracy (for which Reaſon their former Commiſ 
ſions were revoked). Whereupon, in few Years they ply'd their Sea Buſineſs fo effectually, that 


they increaſed their Riches to ſuch Degree, that they began to repair and rebuild their damni- 


fied Houſes, and in the Stones of many of them, in Memory of the Earl of Warwick's Fa- 
vour and Bounty towards them, there is cut his Arms, Badge, and Cognizance, as aforeſaid. 


Nevertheleſs (ſo hard it is for thoſe to do well, that are accuſtom'd to do Evil, as for a Black- 
moor to waſh himſelf white), thoſe Foye Men, not content with lawful Privateering, fell again 
to their old Trade of Pyracy, robbing and killing the Seamen of all Nations, whoſe Ships they 
could conquer. Of which they were again detected 18. EDWAR D IV. 1478, who thereupon 


ſent a Meſſenger, or Serjeant at Armas, to Fo YE, to apprehend ſome of thoſe Offenders, and 
bring them up to London, to be try'd for thoſe Crimes, in order to receive condign Puniſh- 


ment. But, inſtead of obeying the King's Command and Officer, in Contempt of his Authori- 


ty, they barbarouſly cut off his Ears; and fo diſmember'd ſent him back to his Maſter King 


E DWA R D. At which Affront the King was fo diſtaſted, that ſoon after he ſent down Com- 


miſſioners to Leſtwithiel, under Pretence of raiſing Able Seamen to go in War againſt the 


French, and that ſuch amangſt them as appeared moſt fit and able ſhould have Command of 
ſome of the King's beſt Ships. At this good News a great Part of the Freemen and Seamen 


of Foy x were drawn to Leſtwithie); where they no ſooner came, but immediately they were 


apprehended and taken into Cuſtody for the Crimes aforeſaid; their ill-gotten Goods and Chat- 
tels ſeiz d by the Sheriff and King's Officers, and one Harrington, a moſt notorious Pyrate, ex- 
ecuted, 'and the Chain of their Harbour was removed to Dartmouth. Carew's Sur. Corn. pa. 135. 


The Harbour N Fo OYE aboundeth with deep and navigable Waters for Ships of the greateſt

At the Mouth of this HarBour are two petty Bulwarks, or Block - houſes, the one at Polruan, 
Porth Ruan, on the Lantegles Side, the other at St. Catherine's, under Foye Town, moſt fa. 


mous for a Fight they had with a Dutch Man of War of Seventy Guns, doubly mann'd, that 
was ſent from their main Fleet of Eighty Sail, which lay at Anchor and cruized before this 


Haven, 10. Fuly, 1666, then in Purſuit of our Virginia Fleet, of Eighty Sail; who, eſcaping 


their Cognizance, ſafely got ſome Hours before them into this Harbour; and, on Notice given. 
them of the War, failed up the Branches thereof as far as they could, and grounded their 
Ships on the Mud Lands thereof. 

Notwithſtanding which, this Dutch Frigate reſolved to force the Two Forts aforeſaid, and to 
take or burn our faid Virginia Fleet. Accordingly it happen'd on that Day, a pretty hard Gale 
of Wind blowing, this Ship entered the Haven; and as ſoon as ſhe came within Cannon-ſhox 
of thoſe Forts fir d her Guns upon the Two Block- houſes with great Rage and Violence. And 


theſe made a quick Return of the like Salutation. In fine, the Fight continued for about Twa 
Hours; in which Time were ſpent ſome Thouſands of Cannon Shot on both Sides, to the great 
Hurt of the Dutch Ship in Plank, Rigging, Sails, and Men; chiefly becaufe the Wind ſlac- 
ked, or turned ſo adverſe, that ſhe could not paſs quick enough between the Two Forts up the 


River, ſo as to eſcape their Bullets, but lay a long Time a Mark for them to ſhoot at, ttill 
ſhe had Opportunity of Wind to tack round, turn back, and bear off at Sea to their. Fleet, 


to give them an Account of her unſucceſsful Attempt and great Damage, as aforeſaid, to the 


no ſmall Credit and Reputation of Foye little Caſtles, mann'd out with Gunners and Seamen 
from the Virginia Fleet for that Purpoſe, who all, by reaſon of the Walls and Intrenchments 


thereof, were preſerved from Death, notwithſtanding the continual” Firing of the Cannons of 


the Dutch Man of War upon them. Whereby the contiguous Lands by the cans were plow- 
ed up, to the Terror and Aftoniſhment of all Beholders. | 


After this Engagement the Cargoe of the whole Virginia Fleet being landed at Fo v (its 


Owners at Londan fearing the Hazard of the Sea, in Time of the Dutch War, to tranſport 
it there by Water) gave Opportunity to the Townſmen to buy much Tobacco at a very cheap 
Rate; which inſtantly, upon the Concluſion of the Peace between England, France, and Hol. 


land, was fold in this Kingdom, France, Spain, and Holland, at a dear Rate, and much en- 


5 riched the Townſmen thereby, as Mr. Major, one of thoſe nen informed me.

The preſent Poſſeſſioner, as aforeſaid, John 


Treffrye, Eſq; Member of Farliament for the Town of Fo vr, whereof comparatively he was 
Lord and High Lord. He married Stephens. His Predeceſſors in this Place were Gentlemen of 
great Fame and Eſtates, and have ſerv'd their Country in the ſeveral Capacities of Parliament Men 


for this Town; Juſtices of the Peace, and Sheriffs of Cormwal ; particularly Fohn Treffrye, Eſq; was

Tryal at Lancęſton on the ſame, where the Iſſue paſſed for Trevanion. Thereupon Noſworthy filed his 


Bill in Chancery, prays a Writ of Injunction to ſtop further Proceedings at Common Law, and to be 


relieved in the Premiſes ; where, after many Commiſſions for Examination of Witneſſes and Hearings 
of the Merits of the Cauſe, in Favour of Noſworthy's Title, it paſſed for him the Plaintiff. Trevanion 
thereon prays that another Iſſue at Law might be directed out of Chancery to. try this Matter.

upon all Hearings in Chancery, it paſſed againſt him, by the univerſal Opinion and Judgment of the

| he received a Commiſſion to perſecute the Chriſtians, and put them to Death ; and thoſe who were bur 
ſuſpected he impriſon'd and ſtarv'd. Amongſt others, he called before his Tribunal one Januarius, a 


Chriftian Prieſt, born of Chriſtian Parents, and baptized at Antioch , which Facts he confeſſed before 


GoR DON, who thereupon ſaid to him: Make choice of theſe two Things; either ſacrifice to the Immorta} | 


Ga, _ thou ſhalt not only have the Emperor's Favour, and be promoted to 1 92 8 thyſelf ta 
receive not only the Sentence but the ſevereſt of Deaths. 


To whom Fanuarius reply'd, © I continually ſacrifice to the True G 0 D, the Lord and Maker of 


Heaven and Earth, and all that is therein; to whom I have dedicated myſelf. And if thou ſhalt paſs 
Sentence of Death upon me for ſo doing, I cruſt he will grant me Patience to bear it : For my Sins 


© deſerve it.” GoR DON replyed, If thou wilt ſacrifice, thou ſhalt be free from thy Sins for which thou de- 


ſerveſt to die. Januarius reply d, © I am already free from Sin by the Laver of Baptiſm, and I wiſh 
thou wouldſt alſo receive it from my Hands, in order to be freed from eternal Torment.“ Where- 


upon entering, into a Metaphyſical Diſcourſe of the Immortality of the Soul, of Judgment to come, the 
Certainty of Rewards and Puniſhments for good and evil Actions after Death,  Gorpon and the 
Aſſembly were aſtoniſh'd, fo that he permitted the holy Prieſt to return to his own Houſe in Peace, 
and ſoon after became a Chriſtian, and way baptized by Januarins.” 5 

The Notice of which coming to the Apoſtate Jul iAx's Ears at Conftantinople, he ſent Clementiſſimus, 


the Tribune to Rome, to put Januarius to Death in the Market-Place. Which | was accordingly perfor- 


med; and to diſplace Gordon from being Lieutenant of the Empire. Which being accordingly done, 


he returned to Conſtantinople, and gave an Account of his Proceedings, and that Gordon perſiſted in the 
Chriſtian Religion. Whereupon he cauſed a Sentence of Death to be made againſt him by his Secreta- 

ry, and ſigned and ſealed it with his own Hands. Which being carried to Rome, when the Emperor 
returnꝰd, he firſt ſent for Gordon, and endeavour'd to turn him from the Chriſtian Religion; but he 


proving unchangeable, the Apoſtate ordered that he ſhould be whipt and ſcourged, and laſtly put to 
Death. At the hearing of Sentence, Gordon foretold him, that as he ſlighted CHRIST and his Mem- 


bers, it would not be long e' er he ſhould be ſlighted by him. Which accordiogly happen'd at his laſt 


Agony, when he was wounded to Death and cry' d out, At length thou haft vanquiſhed, O Galilean ! 
Gordon, according to the Emperor's Order, had his Head chopp'd off and his Carcaſs caſt near the 
Temple of the Goddeſs Pallas, that none might bury his dead Body, but it might be eaten by Dogs. 


But lo the Dogs refuſed to eat of his Fleſh ; which gave Opportunity to his Friends to bury the fame 
not far from Rome, in the Sepulchre of St. Foimachns, Anno Dom. 365, and JuLian the Emperor Was

This Burrough Town of St. GERMANS, as Mr. Carew faith; muſtereth many lber and ſun:

their being abandoned of their Religious People, as others imagine. It appears to have been the Voke 
Land of a Manor before the Norman Conqueſt; ſince it's rated in Dome's-day Roll, 20. WILLIAU I.

The Hiſtory of St. GERMAN. He was a Native of Gaul, about the Year of our Lord 390. 
born of wealthy Chriſtian Parents, by whom he was bred up and baptized in the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion. After which he followed the Study of the Liberal Arts and Sciences, and ſo profited therein, 
that he was generally noted for a very Learned Man. But that which made him moſt famoug 
was his Piety and Virtue „ wherein he fo far excelled moſt other Men of his Time, that he 
could not be at Reſt, or have Peace in himſelf, till he made known his Propenſions to a Re- 
ligious Courſe of Life. Whereupon, he was admitted into Deacon's Orders, then to Prieſt's, 

and laſtly advanced to the Dignity of Biſhop of Anti ſcidurum i in Gallia, Anno Dom. 425; 

After he took upon him the Office of a Biſhop, he diſcharged the ſame with great Juſtice 
and Piety, admitting none into Orders within his Juriſdiction but ſuch as were Men of great 
Learning and ſound Faith; but eſpecially ſuch as were neither Ariaus nor Pelagians. For about that 
Time the Chriſtian Churches were grievouſly peſter'd with two Hereticks ; the one Arius, born 
and bred at Conſtantinople (of whom I have ſpoken under St. HilLaky), the other an Inhabitant 
of Britain, VIZ. Pelagius Brito [See Dav IDST ow], for ſo he is called by ſome Writers, who 
flouriſhed in the Reigfs of Arxcapivs and Hoxoklus, Emperors of Rome, Anno Domini 412. He 
was a Monk, born in Armorica, or Little Britain; though as others ſay he was a Native of our Bri. 
| tain, for that he lived at the Abby of Banchoir, near Cheſter, Who, by Means of his Diſciples, Juli- 
anus and Cæleſtius, ſpread his Hereſies over the Chriſtian World. The chief of which were theſe.

Whereupon 
St. Auguſtine, St. Hierom, and St. Hillary, writ againſt thoſe Doctrines of Pelagius, and refuted ther 
by Reaſon and Scripture. - But that not prevailing over the then infected Chriſtian Church, the Council 
of Carthage in Africa ſummon'd for that Purpoſe, Anno Dom. 419, being the fifth General Council that 
was held there, wherein the Opinions of Pelagius and his Diſciple Cæleſtius were damned as heretical, : 
Laſtly, at Melvitium in Numidia in Africa, Auno Dom. 420. whereof St. Auguſtine was Preſident, was

Now, though by Reaſon of the IWikings: of thoſe Doctors, and the Decrees * the General Coun⸗ 
cils, Pelagianiſm ſeem'd drooping beyond the Seas in Chriſtendom, yet in this remote Iſland of Britain, 
by Means of Agricola, Son to Servianus, a Biſhop thereof, it began manifeſtly to revive and diſperſ: 
ieſelf again throughout this Land, to the great Diſturbance of the Orthodox Faith and Churches thereof 
Whereupon, after great Heats and Animoſities between the Catholicks and Hereticks-about thoſe 
Doctrines, it was at laſt agreed upon between theſe two Parties, that a General Council of the Clergy in 
Britain ſhould be conven'd at St. Albans in Hertfordſbire, and thoſe Tenets further examin'd and dif- 
cuſs' d. But the Britiſh Catholicks, knowing the Intereſt, Skill and Subtilty, of the Hereticks to be 
great, thought it not ſafe for Religion and the Orthodox Faith in this Convention to truſt to their own 
Skill and Learning: Therefore concluded on this Expedient, v/z. Againſt the Day of Meeting to ſend 
for ſome foreign Divines for their Coadjutors, or Helpers, in this Controverſy : And accordingly applicd 
to S. GERMAN, and Lupus Biſhop of Troyes, for their Counſel and Aſſiſtance, who gladly granted their 


Sides. Where the Tenets and Doctrines aforeſaid being heard and particularly examined, chiefly by 
the Skill and Learning of St. GERMAN, were all refuted and condemned, according to the Senſe of 


After this Diſpute and Council ended, St. GzRMaAn, as a Good Biſhop, refoly*d, though out of his 
Country and Dioceſe, whilſt he ſtay d here, to preach the Goſpel publickly ; and to that End cauſed a 
Pulpit to be ſet up in an open Place at St. Albans, anciently Verulam: Where on Set Days he preached 
to the Multitude there affembled ; and firſt began to handle the Doctrine of Pelagius againſt Original

Upon which Subject he ſhewed that the Doctrine of Pelagius was contrary to the Writings and Doc- 
trines of Moſes and the Prophets ; from whence 1 it appears that Adam the Progenitor of all Men great- 
ly ſinned, Sc.

This and the like Sermons of St, Gzz RMAn ſeemed fo angelical arid full of Folie, to the Britons, 
that generally they were convinced of Pelagius's Errors, and abandoned their former Opinions. And, 1 
in Teſtimony of their unfeigned Reſpect and Remembrance of him, in the very Place where he prea- 
ched at St. Albans, they erected a Chappel, and dedicated it to the Honour of GOD in the Name of 


ply d to prophane Uſes. After St. GERMAN had thus preached down Pelagianiſm at St. Albans, he 
expreſly tell us, that in the Place where Oxford ſtands he preached fix Months againſt the Hereſies a- 


foreſaid. That he was in Cornwal upon the ſame Account I doubt not, ſince there is ſtill extant in this 
Pariſn whereof I treat a large Church bearing his Name. That he was in Wales, Camden (in Flintſhire)

That he preached in Scotland is evident from bis meeting 402 Converſe with Patrick, bark at t Cluiſdalt 

in that Country; who became his Diſciple, and afterwards the Apoſtle of Ireland. Paladins, Arch- 

deacon of Rome, was indeed deſigned for that Miſſion by Pope Celeſtine; but, on the Requeſt of St. 

German, Patrick had the Place; and German and Paladius remained in Scotland, preaching and refuting 

the Pelagian Hereſy, which then in that Country, yea and all the Weſtern Parts of the Warld, had 

comparitively deſtroy*d the Faith of Chriſt, A. D. 460. 

After St. German had accompliſh'd this great Work, he returned ſafely into Gaul ; where he follow'd

porated by K. Jamzs I. by another Charter, conſiſting of a Mayor, Recorder, and Portreeve, Eleven

be elected by the Majority of thoſe that are Free- men, and pay Rates and Taxes. It's alſo, amongſt 
many other Things, appurtenanced with Markets Weekly, upon Wedneſdays and Saturdays, Fairs on 
May 1.

But, notwithſtanding alli its Privileges, our Hiſtorian Mr. Crew tells us that in his Time, on the 
Top of a Creek Penryn Town hath taken up its Seat; rather paſſable than notable, for Wealth, Buil- 
dings, or Inhabitants.

And the firſt Time they did it was at Gergonia, afterwards at Alexia : Which 
Walls conſiſted of Sticks, great Stones, and Earth piled ſix Foot high.“ Thoſe Fortifications Cæ- 
sax calls Maceria; that is to ſay, a Wall of Stones, heaped together without Lime or Mortar, made 
inſtead of a Mound. And, as he ſpeaks in another Place, thoſe Walls are rudely conſtructed without 
any” Cunning or Art. And probably this Earth was ſuch a Camp ct our. Anceſtors the . Ses 
CAsAR's fifth Commentary. 

And if with Camden I might be admitted to conjeQure, I would ſay from the Sympathy 0 or Agree» 
ment of Names, that this Pariſh Church-Town was either denominated from Mulmutius Dunwallo, Son 
to Colenes, King of Cornwal, Anno Mundt 3476, as the Place of his Birth and Reſidence, or he from 
it; for all our Chronologers tell us, that after this Iſſand was long diſtreſſed with Civil Wars and Petty 


Kings, this Mulmutius Dunwallo, or Gumwatlo, after many Battles, wherein he had the Victory, reduces 


the fame again to one peaceable and entire Monarchy. And that from thence this Pariſh hath its ter- 
minative Appellation Gumwallo-winn-ton, as aforeſaid.

He was the firſt that made himſelf a Diadem of Gold, with which he was crowned in great Solemnity ; 
inſomuch that ſome Writers call him the firſt King of Pritain ; ſtiling all his Predeceſſors only Dukes, 
| Rulers, and Governors. After forty Years Reign he died and was buried in the aforeſaid Temple of 
Peace in London; leaving to ſucced him Two Sons, BerLLiixus and Brexneus., 

After the Death of MurLmuTius DunwaLlLo, the Britons again reverted to their former Govern- 
ment of Ariftocracy, or a Dominion of ſeveral of the Nobilith). 80 that there aroſe many Dukes and 
Rulers in this Iſland. And in ſuch Poſture of Gubernation Julius Casar found it when firſt he 

landed here; and to this Pur poſe” he himſelf and Tacitus ſpeak, -* Britaiy heretofore was govern'd by

* tet Help we have againſt thoſe puiſſant Nations, that they have no Common Council together. Sel- 

dom it chanceth that two or three States meet and concur to repulle the common Enemy ; ſo whilſt one 
* by one fighteth, all are ſubdued. 


In Sterling County, in Scotland, near the Wall upon the River Caray, is to be ſeen an antient round 
Building, twenty four Cubits high, and thirteen broad, open in the Top, framed of rough Stones, 
without Lime, having the upper Part of every Stone ſo tenanted in tlie neither, that the Work riſing 

ſtill narrow, by mutual interlacing Ind claſping, upholdeth 7% /f. Some call it the Temple of the God 
Trxuixus, others King Arthur's Oven. Others ſay that Julius Agricola built it, who fortified the 
then Roman Province with a Murus, or Wall, againſt the Scots, Britons, and Picks. But our Britiſh 
Hiſtorian Ninius the Monk tells us, that it was a Triumphal Arch, built by Cauraſſius the Briton, upon : 
the Bank of the River Carran; being a round' Houſe of poliſh'd Stone, in Memory of a Victory he 
had obtained againſt his Enemies, who alſo re-edify*d the Yall and ſtrengthened 1 it with ſeven Caſtles, 
[See alſo Camden there.] 
This Caraſſius was, as is before ſaid, a Briton, and obtained from the Senate of Rome the Authority 
of keeping the Coaſts and Frontiers of this Land, and to oppoſe the Invaſion of Strangers. Under 
which Circumſtance he grew ſo topping and formidable, after ſundry Victories obtained againſt his E- 
nemies, ard for that Bass1 anus, Son of the Emperor Szver us, who was King of Britain, was af- 
ter his Father's Death made Emperor of. Rome, he prevailed with the Legionary Soldiers and Britons 
in his Abſence, on Promiſe of Boons and Rewards, to proclaim him their King, and fo give him 
quiet Poſſeſſion of this Iſland, Anno Dom. 218. On Notice of whoſe Ulurpation, BassiAxus came 
again into Britain, and moved a ſharp War againſt him and his Rebels; but, in fine, was ain in Bar- 
tle by Cauraſſius. But as ſoon as the Senate of Rome heard of the Death of their Emperor BAssLA Ns, 
they ſent into Pritain a Great Soldier named MAeFus, with three freſh Legions, to puniſh the Pride 
and Rebellion of Cauraſſius, who was ſo ſucceſsful therein, that in fine he ſlew Cauraſſius in Battle, af 
ter eighteen Years Reign, and fo became ſole Governor of this Land. Who being too ſevere in pu- 
niſhing thoſe who took Part with Cauraſſius, and other his Tyrannies, he grew into ſuch Hatred and 
Contempt of the People, that they excited one Aſclepiod 2007 Duke of: Cornwal, to revenge their In- 
Juries offer d by the Romans, rais'd a great Army of Britbns, and flew Ale#us in Battle, at the Siege of 
London, after ſix Years he had govern'd this Land; as he did his Succeſſor Livius Gallus, near unto a 
Brook or Riveret of Water that runneth thro? Part of that City, to this Day called i in e of him | 
Gallus or Wallus-brook, and the Street Mallbrooł. 


At the Time of TY W Congue#t this Diſtrict was taxed either under the Juriſdiction of Liſart, 
now Liſard, or Trevery. In the Value of Benefices towards the Pope's Annats made by the Biſhops 
of Lincoln and Wincheſter, 1295, Ecclefia S. Winn-wallo in Decanatu de Kerryer was rated 1iti J. iii 5. iiii d.

Merchandizes ; and wherein is a convenient Kay, or Landing-place for that Purpoſe ; made ſecure by 
a conſiderable Promontory of Land, that ſhooteth far out into the Sea on the Weſt Side thereof, com- 
monly called (for what Reaſon I have not learn'd) the Dead. man; which formeth a large Bay, or 


winding Boſom of the Sea, on the Eaſt, betwixt.it and F twenty Miles diſtant; and ſuch 


another Weſt to the Lizard Point, at a like Diſtance: All notable and well known Places, and Sea- 
Marks to ſuch Mariners as navigate the Britiſh Channel in thoſe Parts. 

In this Haven-Town is ſtill extant the Ruins of an antient Free chappe, wherein G 0 D was wor- 
| ſhipped 1 in former Ages by the Inhabitants of the Place. 


Bo-arig ham, alias bs urig. e alias Bo-trig-an (for in Britih D and T are indifferently uſed and pro- 
nounced for each other), is in this Pariſh. The firſt Name of which ſignifies the Cows, Kine, or 
Cattle, Sea-ſhore, or Tide, Home, Habitation, or Dwelling ; ; the bond: the Sea-ſhore or Tide 
Cows, Kine, or Cattle; or, more plainly, Cattle that grazed on the Tide or Sea Coaſt ; according to 


the Natural Circumſtances of the Place. [See my COrxisn VocaBuLary.] In Carew's Survey of 


Grnwal, pa. 47. it's called Bo-drugant, i. e. Cows, Kine, Cattle, or SteErs. This Barton gave Name 
and Original to an Old Family of Gentlemen, ſurnamed De Bodrigham, or Bodrigan, alias Botrigban, 


(for ſo they writ. See Lapock.) who flouriſhed here in great Fame, Wealth, and Reputation, for 
feveral Deſcents ; and in particular here lived O:zho de Bodrigan, temp. 17. EDWARD II. of whom we 
read in Carew's Survey of Cornwal, pa. 51, viz. Otto. de Bodrugan peregrinatus ef ad San. Facobum, 


Licentia Domini Regis; i. e. Otho de Bodrigan, by Licence of our Lord the King, is gone a Pilgri- 
mage to St. James; — that is to ſay, to the Apoſtle St. "James's Church at Compoſtella in Spain; who 


had for his Fellow Traveller Radolphus de Bello Prato, qui peregrinatus eſt cum Ottone de Badrigan, cun 


Licentia Regis, pro ſe & duobus Valectis; that is to ſay, Ralph of the fair Meadow, who by Licence 
of the King for himſelf and two Servants, or young Gentlemen, is gone a Pilgrimage with Ozho of 


Podrigan. And of thoſe it follows, in the fame Page, if; preuominati habent 40 Libras Terre & Red- 


litus per Annum, that is to ſay held by the Tenure of Knight-Service. 


. his Oibho de Bodrigan had Iſſue Otbo de Bodrigan, Sheriff of Cornwal 3. Mena II. 4 D. 1400, 


and gave — his Arms (as appea's yet in the Door of this her — Argent, Three Bends or Bendlets 
| Gules, 
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Cult. And as a further Teſtimony thereof, Nicholas Upton, in his Latin Manuſcript of Heraldry, 


written before PRINTING was invented (now in my Cuſtody) faith of his Son, 1440. Mon/iear 
 Willbiem Bodrigham port de Argent one Trois Bends de Goules. Who dying without Iſſue, his two Si. 


ters became his Heirs ; the one married to Champernowne of Halewin or Intſworth , who in her Right 
held in this Place by the Tenure of Knight-Service, 3. HERRY IV. a Knight's Fee of Land. (Ca- 
rew's Survey of Cornwal.) His other Siſter, as Tradition faith, was married to Tr2no<vith, who there. 
upon diſcontinued his own paternal Name and Arms, viz. — In a Field Argent, on a Feſ: Sable, Three 
Cheveronels tranſverſe (to the Dexter) of the Field, and aſſumed that of Bodrigan's. He had Iſſue by 
her Henry Trenowith, alias Bodrigham, temp. HE NR VI. who marricd Fane, Sixth Daughter of n. 


Herbert, Earl of Pembroke, ſlain 8. Epwarp IV. 1469. the Relict of Thomas Viſcount Liſe, and by 


her had Iſſue. He was Knighted by King Epwarp IV. or King Ricuary III. by the Name of Sir 
Henry Bobrigham. Who ſiding with King RI HARD III. at the Battle of Boſworth-Field, (where he 
the faid King Ricnarp was ſlain by the Earl of Richmond's Soldiers) he was therefore, with many o— 
thers, attainted of "Treaſon againſt King HENRY VII. And, in order to ſhun Juſtice, he made his 
Eſcape after the Battle aforeſaid, and ſecretly repaired to this Place; where he was kept cloſe for a Sea- 
ſon; but not ſo private but King Henry's Officers got Notice thereof, and at an appointed Time 
beſet the ſame in queſt of him. Which underſtanding, he by a Back-door fled from thence, and ran 


down the Hills to the Sea-Cliff near the ſame ; the Officers purſuing fo quick after him, that he could 
not poſſibly make his Eſcape. As ſoon therefore as he came to the Cliff, above an Hundred - Foot 


high, he leap'd down into the Sea, upon the little graſſy Iſland there, without much Hurt or Da- 


mage: Where inſtantly a Boat which he had prepared in the Cove attended him there, which tranſ- 


ported him to a Ship that carried him into France. Which aſtoniſhing Fact and Place is to this Day 
well known and remember'd by the Name of Harry Bodrigan's Leap, or Jump. But notwithſtanding; 
his own Eſcape beyond the Seas, this Lordſhip and his whole Eſtate were forfeited and ſeiz'd by King 
HENRY VII. for Attainder of Treaſon, and the greateſt Part thereof he ſettled upon Sir Richard Edg- 


cumb and his Heirs forever; whoſe Poſterity are ſtill in Poſſeſſion thereof. This Sir Richard Edgzcumb 
but four Years before, on Suſpicion of being confederated with the Farl of Richmond againſt King 


RICHARD III. (as Tradition ſaith) was ſhrewdly ſought after and purſued by Means of this very Sir 


Henry Bodrigan, in order to be taken into Cuſtody ; who, from his Houſe at Cuiteel, made alſo a won- 
derful Eſcape, and got into France to the Earl of Richmond. Of which ſee more in Carew's Survey 
of Cornwal, pa. 114. 


John Bodrigan, Younger Brother of Sir Henry, living in the North Part of Devon, where he had an 


Eſtate, temp. Hen. VII. it gave him Opportunity to be acquainted. with Sir Tho. Beaumont, of Youl- 
ſton, Knt. whoſe Son and Heir Vm. Beaumont, Eſq; had married Zone, a Gentlewoman of good Fa- 
mily in that Province and not long after his Marriage with her, on ſome humorſome or pettiſh Dif- 


taſte, eſtranged himſelf from her Company, firſt a menſa et toro, and then at length abdicatcd her, and 


remov'd himſelf out of the Country to London; where he remain'd ſecretly two Years and odd Months, 
without open Notice given to his Wife of the Place of his Abode ; and ſoon afterwards died and was 


interred there; His Lady at firſt took his Abſence grievoully, and for a while liv'd a retired Life. — 
But at length by the Perſuaſion of others, to put off Melancholy, ſhe began to admit the Viſits and 


Company of her Friends; and amonglt them Mr. John Bodrigan was chief. At length ſhe conceived 


with Child, and in due Time a Man-child was born, and named oh, bred up without Suſpicion in 
a ſecret Place, during the Abſence and Life-time of her Huſband Beaumont. After Notice of the 
Death of Wm. Beaumont aforeſaid at London was given out, Philip Beaumont, Eſq; ſucceeded as Heir 


to his Eſtate for Want of Iſſue, and became poſſeſt thereof; but dying ſoon after, he ſettled the ſame 


upon Thomas his next Brother; who alſo dying without Iſſue, his Lands deſcended to Hugh the fourth 
Brother; who died alſo, leaving Iſſue only two Daughters, Joan and Mary, who became his Heirs, 
married to Chicheſter and Baſſet | 
After whoſe Death, John Beaumont, the Son of Joan, Wife of William Beaumont aforeſaid (be- 
gotten on her, as was generally ſuppoſed, by John Bodrigan aforeſaid, in the Abſence of her Huſband 


in London, after whoſe Death he married the faid Joan, and bred up the faid John, their reported 


Son, in their Family till he came of Age) appeared openly in his Country, and made known his Pa- 
rentage and Deſcent by claiming the Lands and Inheritance of Milliam Beaumont, Eſq; as his legiti- 


mate Son and Heir. Whereupon, according to the Form of the Statute, he made his Entry upon the 
ame, and delivered Ejectments to Chicheſter and Baſſet, and their Tenants, then in Poſſeſſion thereof; 


and accordingly brought down a J rnire facias, and Tryal upon the fame, the next Afſizes held at Exon, 
upon the Demiſe of Sir Thomas Beaumont, and other Truſtees for the Heirs of Hin. Reapmont, 


Eſq; aforeſaid ; where, upon the Iſſue, the Plaintiff prov'd his Mother 7oar's Marriage to the faid 
"OT. EPI 555 
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Mr. Beaumont ; and that he was their. K tin ber Son. and Heir, born in the joint Marriage and Life. 
time of his ſaid Father and Mother. Whereupon a Verdict paſs'd for the Plaintiff, and Judgment was 
entered upon the next Term after accordingly. The Defendants Chicheſter and Baſſet fled their Bill in 
Equity, praying to be relieved in the Premiſes ; ſuggeſting, as aforeſaid, that for two Years Time be- 

fore this Son was born, Beaumont never ſaw nor cohabited with his ſaid Wife; and therefore prayed tlie 
King's Writ of Injunction to ſtop this Proceeding at Common Law *till the Caſe, could be heard in 
that Court. Purſuant whereto ſeveral Commiſſions were granted for Examination of Witneſſes in the 
Country concerning this Buſineſs, which were return'd into Court, and Publication had. After which 
the Merits of this Caſe between the Parties aforeſaid came to a final Hearing before Fohn Morton, Bi- 
ſhop of Ely, Chancellor of England; who, having fully heard and conſider'd the Proofs and Allegati- 
ons on both Parts, gave his Opinion and Judgment for the then Defendant Beaumont, and accordingly 
an Order of Court was entered with the Regiſter on Record concerning the ſame, in order to make x 


Decree thereon. But before the next Michaelmas Term, the Detendants Chicheſter and Baſſet preſented 


their Petition and Bill in Parliament, then fitting, to be relieved in the Premiſcs : Which afterwards co- 


ming to a full Hearing before the Houſe of Commons, there it was voted, nemine contradicente, that 


the Laws of England were unalterable ; and that Fohn Beaumont, being born in lawful WWedlock, ought 
do inherit his Father's Lands. However, Chicheſter and Baſſet obtained that Favour in the Houſe, u 

on the Suſpicion and Suggeſtion of Adultery in Joan the Wife of the ſaid William Beaumont, that 4 
Proclamation iflued forth from King HENRY VII. that this ohn Beaumont the Heir ſhould no more be 


called by that Name, but John the Son of Jobn Bodrigan, Second Huſband to Joan his Mother. At 


length, by the Mediation of Friends, the Plaintiff and Defendants came to an Agreement, and divi- 
ded Beaumont's Lands amongſt themſelves ; appointing to this pretended Heir 100 J. Rents of Aſſize, 
amongſt which was Gitliſpam near Honiton. But notwithſtanding this Proclamation and Agreement, 
Bodrigan s Poſterity, for three Deſcents, aſſumed the Name of Beaumont, and then were extinguiſhed 
in a Female married to Beazwe of Leiceſterſhire. 


Tradition tells us that there was great Diſcord and Variance between the Family of Bodrigan and 
the Knightly Family of the Haleps of Lammoran, either upon Account of private Affronts or Grud- 


ges, or upon the different Intereſts, or Factions, and Wars, between the Houſes of York and Lancaſter ; 
wherein they were aſſociated and engaged againſt each other; ſo that as often as they met between 
| themſelves and Servants, ſome Combat or Battle enſued, whereby Blood was ſhed, and the Peace bro- 
ken; and they often came to each other's Gates armed, in Defiance, on Horſeback. 


Tre-gardin (Sax. Brit ih), i. e. in the Garden Tr D: for Lowarth is a Garden in Corniſh Britiſh; alias 


Tre-garth-en, or Tre-garih-yn, i. e. the Townof Triumph, Acclamation, or Tacking of Hands; which 


Place gave Name and Original to an Old Family of Gentlemen ſurnamed De 7 regarthyn, And here 
lived John de Tregarthyn, temp. Eyw ard I. How long before I know not. After which, his Poſterity 
in this Place married with the Great Inheritrixes of Pever, Chamberlayne, and Hendower of Court in 
Branell, by which laſt by the Cornwals of that Place they were lineally defcended from Richard Farl of 
Cornwal, King of the Romans, by his Concubine Joan de Valtort, Widow of Sir Alexander Oakeſton. 
[Vide St. STEPHENS. ] Certainly, this was an ancient, rich, and famous Family in thoſe Parts. For it 
appears by their Seats or Pews in Goran Church, they had the Precedence, or Right Hand, of the 
Seats pertaining to the Great Family of Bodrigan, as is yet to be ſeen. Thomas Tregarthyn, Eſq; was 


Sheriff of Cornwal 7. HENRv VII. 1492, who married Fendower aforeſaid, and removed to Court in 
St. Stephens in Branell. He had Iflue by her John Tregarthyn, Eſq; and two Daughters, Margaret, 


the Eldeſt, marry'd to Richard Whitelcigh, of Efford, in Devon, Eſq; Sheriff of that County 16, 
HENRY VII. from whoſe two Daughters and Heirs the Grenvills of Stowe, and the Halſes late of Ef- 
ford aforeſaid and Fentongollan in Cornwal, are lineally defcended. Katherine, the Second Daughter 
of Thomas Tregarthyn, was married to John Cormenow, of F 'entongollan, Eiq; Sheriff of Cornwa! 
5. HENRY VIII. whoſe Poſterity is extinct. 


John Tregarthyn, Eſq; aforeſaid, Son of Thomas, married Fane, Daughter of Thomas Trethyrfe, 
Efq; and had Iſſue by her four Daughters that became his Heirs, Mary, married to Degory Grenvill of 
1 Penbeale, Eſq, Jane to Tripcony, who paſs'd thoſe Lands to Richard Trevanion, Eſq; (Anceſtor to Rich. 
Trevanion, now in Poſſeſſion of this Place), Margaret, married to George Tanner, of Cullumpton, Eſq; 
to whoſe Share and Partage the Manor of Court and Branell in St. Stephens fell; Jone married to John 
Kellaway, in Devon, Eſq; after his Death to Waddon, of Merryfield in Somerſet, as appeaſe: n! her 
Tomb- ſtone i in Brounſcombe Church there, where is to be ſeen and read theſe Words:

Here Heth the Body of a virtuous ancient Gentlewomatt, deſcended 
f the Antient Houſe of the Plantagenets, ſome Time of Cornwal, 
namely Joan, one of the Daughters and Coheirs of John Fregar- 
thin, of Tregarthyn, Eſq.

one that will do it effectually. The Arms of Tregarthin, whoſe Name and whole Family are now ex- 
tint, were, — Argent, a Cheveron between three Eſcallops Sable. 


The preſent Poſſeſſioner of this Barton is Richard Trevanion, Eſq; who married Pond of Earth, and 
had Iſſue by her one only Daughter, married to Peter Major, of Foye, Merchant, now in Poſſeſſion 


E . thereof; whoſe Arms are the ſame as the Trevanions of Caryhayes. 


 Trewoola, Trewolla, alias Trewole, (i. e. the weeping or lamenting Town, or Education) gave 


| Name and Original to an Old Family of Gentlemen ſurnamed De Trewolla, who, in Alluſion to their 


Name, gave for their Arms — Sable, three Owls, or weeping Birds, Sable; for Tewoola, Dewolla, is 
Darkneſs. This Eſtate, in the latter End of the Reign of King CHARLES II. was fold to Charles Tre- 
vanion, of Carybayes, Eſq; for goo J. by John Trewolla, Gent. Attorney at Law; which was the 
laſt Parcel of Land Trewolla had to ſell, of a conſiderable Eſtate elſewhere, formerly ſold by his Anceſ- 
tors, and this Place was ſo depreſs'd with Mortgages, Statutes, and Judgments, that the whole Conſi- 
deration-Money fell much ſhort of paying his Creditors, and the Incumbrances that were upon it, ſo 
that in order to make a clear Title to the Purchaſer ſeveral of Trewolla's Creditors came to a Loſs, and 
in particular James Hals, of Merther, Gent. and Martha his Wife, who had a Statute Staple for 700 J. 
on thoſe Lands; who, to comply with Trewolla's bad Circumſtances, on Mr. Trevanion's paying them 
250 J. he and his Wife levied a Fine thereon, and executed a Deed, then declaring the Uſes thereof to 
be for the only Uſe of the ſaid Charles Trevanion, Eſq; his Heirs, and Aſſigns forever. I am infor- 
med the Family of Pokobeeles, of Polwheele, in Clements, are the Defcendants of this Family, now 
tranſnominated to Pokwbeele, and give Pokwheele's Arms inſtead of Trewolla's. 
Note, that Woolla in Britiſh doth not properly ſignify an Ow!l, but Darkneſs, or 4 weeping Bird, as 
aforeſaid, that feeds or flies abroad moſtly by Night. For Ty/lian, Tylian, Tyllyan, is an Owl. Hence 
we have the local Place of Trega Tyllyan in St. Colomb major ., i. e. the Ow!'s Town, or Dwelling. 
Somewhere in this Pariſh was the Dwelling of my very kind Friend Dr. James Gibbs, (i. e. Scoffs, 
Gibes, Jeſts, in Britiſh) Son of James Gibbs, Vicar of this Pariſh, who had his Education in Exon 
College, as a Servitor to his Kinſman Mr. Davis, Son to Dr. Davis, late of Plymouth ; where, after he 
had taken his Batchelor's Degree, he declared for the Study of Phyſick in Oxford. And ſoon after, to 
better his Study and Experience, went with the ſaid Mr. Davis into France, and fixed at Montpelier, 
where he practiſed Phyſick, and allo Surgery in an Hoſpital, as he himſelf inform'd me, for ſeveral 
Years. Afterwards in the College of Phyſicians there he took his Degree of Doctor of that Science 
And laſtly returned to this Place; where he practiſed Phyſick with admirable Care, Skill, and Succeſs, 
and through Multitudes of Patients and moderate Fees hath purchaſed a conſiderable Eſtate. Since the 
Writing hereof, this Gentleman, to the great Grief and Loſs of his Country, departed this Life of the 
Hemorrhoides ; and before his Death left me this Legacy: That if I myſelf or Friends were ſick, and 
had Occaſion to make uſe of Phyſick, we ſhould in all Diſtempers uſe only the common, plain, and 
natural Remedies ; ſuch as Purges of Rhubarb, Senna, Jalop, Manna, and the like; together with 
Blood-letting, Bliſters, Clyſters, Iſſues, Sweating, Cordials, Poſſet-Drinks, and the like : For that 
chymical Medicines, and the whole Art of Phylick otherwiſe, was nothing but a Cheat upon Man- 
kind, to enrich Men of that Profeſſion. And to the ſame Effect ſpake Dr. Lower, Phyſician to King 
CRHARIL Es II. on his Death-bed to thoſe about him.. ern 8

*' Bute ſurely theſe celebrated Doctors muſt have owned that it requires Learning, Study, Practice, Ec. Oc. Sc. &#c, to know 
when to take One Medicine, when another, and in what Quantities, according to the difterent Caſes, Conſtitutions, and Circum- 
ſances of Patients, even of the ſame Pazignts zt different Times: For that which might cure them at one Time might Kill them 
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Anthony Wills, of this Pariſh, Gent. Farmer of the Sheaf thereof, having by Misfortune much in- 
cumber'd his Eſtate with Debts, quitted the ſame at ſuch Time as the Prince of Ox AN OE landed with 
his Forces at Torbay, and prefented himſelf and his fix or ſeven Sons to that Prince, for Soldiers of 


War in bis Army. Which Propoſal was graciouſly accepted; and they were all poſted as Officers of 


Command in bis Troops. And after the Coronation of this Prince, K. WiLL1am III. they followed 
him in all his Flanders and Iriſh Wars againſt K. Jams II. and K. Lzwis XIV. and diſcharged their 
Truſts with ſuch great Care, F aithfulnefs, Valour, and Conduct, that (as I am inform'd) before their 


' Deaths they all arrived to the Dignities of Captains, and ſome of them to the Authority or Command 


of Majors, Colonels ; and one of them became a Standing Major-General of the Field ; who after- 
wards, about the Year 1714, was made Principal Commander of the Army and Frome of Horſe 
of King GROROE I. againſt the Pretender's Army at Preſton in Lancaſhire, where after a furious, vio- 
lent, and bloody Battle with them, he obtained the Victory over thoſe Rebels. For which, and other 
noble Deeds, he was created a Baronet of England, and after made once. of all the Land F orces in 
i next the King.

Notwithſtanding this Place of Trefynns was heretofore denominated from Springs of Water aboun- 
ding there in Winter Seaſon, yet I aſſure you now in Summer Time, by reaſon of the Tin-Mines and 
ſubterranean Addits near it, that carry thoſe Springs of Water inviſibly under Ground, Water is very 


much wanting in thoſe Lands. It's alſo called Tre-venſe, or Tre-fence, i. e. the Town or Place of De- 
fence, or Fencing. 


St. Dye Chappel, in this Pariſh, was heretofore a Chappel of Eaſe to Gwenap; the titular Guardi- 
an whereof is St. Dy E, of Gaul; very famous in that Country for his Piety and holy Chriſtian Living 


about the fifth Century, who held the Faith in Oppoſition to Arianiſin and Pelagianiſm, then raging in 
the Church. And there is a Church in the Province of Lorrain ſtill bearing his Name. If it were as 
_ eaſy for the Vicar to attend and perform Divine Service in this remote Quarter of the Pariſh where this 
Chappel is, as it is convenient for his Pariſhioners in the Town of St. Dye, it had been doubtleſs ſtill ap- 


ply'd to the End and Uſe for which it was erected. 


g Not far from this Place is that unparallel d and inexhauſtible Tin Work called Pal. ys, i. e. the 


Jop or Head of Dye's Town ; which for above forty Years Space hath employed yearly from 800 to 
1000 Men and Boys, labouring for and ſearching after Tin in this Place ; where they have produced 


for that Time at leaſt 20,000 J. worth per Annum of that Commodity, to the great enriching the Lords 
of the Soil, the Bound Owners, and Adventurers in thoſe Lands : Which are now wrought 120 Fa- 
thoms deep in ſome Places, (as I have been inform'd) and generally all over from 70, 80, 9o, and 100 


Fathoms deep. From which Places it appears, as alſo in ſeveral other Tin-Works, that Springs of 


Water do not (at leaſt always) ariſe, or paſs through the Earth's Veins from the Sea, and empty 


themſelves above Ground from thence ; but that terreſtrial Fountains or Springs of Water may be pro- 


duced by, and draw their Original from, the Rain Water that falls from the Clouds upon the Surface 


of the Earth, which ſinks ſo deep therein *till it finds Reſiſtance, and is driven backwards by the 


Wind lodged in the Veins of the Earth, and the Weight thereof, till it emptieth itſelf above Ground. 
For in this Place the Tinners have wrought many Fathoms of Ground under thoſe Waters that annoy 


them above, and find in the Bottoms nought but dry Land, Rocks, and Stones, as Joby Lidgey, who 


wrought in it there, told me. 
On Friday the 1 gth of September, 1707, about Four of the Clock in the Afternoon happen'd in 
thoſe Parts divers Flaſhes of Lightning and Cracks of Thunder, which not only terrify'd the Inhabi- 


tants thereof, but after one of thoſe Cracks a Ball of Fire, or Jupiter's Thunderbolt (as fome call it), 
entered by the Window into the Houſe of one John Kent, a Carpenter, of this Pariſh, where he was 


working; the windy Force whereof inſtantly ſtruck him dead on the Place, ſcalded his Wife and two 
Children in that Room, then paſſed out through the Chimney Wall; and fo ſhattered the fame, tha: 


it preſently fell to the Ground. |

After the Departure of the ſaid John Hals beyond the Seas, the ſaid Mr. Downes aſſigned over the 


Mortgage of the Premiſes to one Mr. Colwell, a Scrivener, of London; who dying ſoon after, his Son 


Thomas became ſeis d thereof, and after his Death his Widow; who, by her laſt Will and T eſtament, 


as Executrix of her ſaid Huſband, convey'd the faid Manor to Char. Bonython, Eſq; Spur, Longville, 
and others, in Truſt, who is now [1700] in Poſſeſſion thereof. Before which Time between the faid 
Downes and Colwells, on Pretence of the Equity of Redemption reſerv'd in Downes, ( John Hals be- 


ing beyond the Seas) and that the Mortgage Money to Coltoell was fatisfy*d out of the Profits of thoſe 
Lands, and a Croſs Bill of Cokvel's againſt Downes, alleging the contrary, and to forecloſe him, hap- 


pen'd ſo many tedious and coſtly Chancery-Suits, as comparatively undid them both. But, maugre all

This Manor of Laneſeley, for Goodneſs of Land, Jurifliftion, Court-Leet, Fiſhing-Craf, and 


Royalties over all that Part of the Sea of the Mountſbay between Longbridge and. Chyndower near Pen- 
Zance, may equal if not ſurpaſs any other Manor in thoſe Parts of its Value ; tho* now ſcarcely worth

Health, the till quiet Water of the Well Pit, as ſoon as the Queſtion is demanded, will inſtantly 
bubble or boil up as a Pot, clear cryſtaline Water; if ſick, foul and puddle Water. If the Party be 
dead, it will neither buddle, boil up, nor alter its Colour or ſtill Motion. However, I can ſpeak no- 
thing of the Truth of thoſe ſupernatural F acts from my own Sight, or Experience; but write from 
the Mouths of thoſe who told me they had ſeen and prov'd the Verity thereof.

Names, they refer to the Church, and ſignify the Hall, College, Temple, or Church. Not, after 
the Engliſh, a Temple or Church of Hell; for Hell in Britiſh Cor niſb is derived from Obel, a ſhining 


Tent, Tabernacle, or Houſe, whereas the Engliſh Word Hell is taken from another Root, Sceol, and 
underſtood as meaning a Place of Torture or Torment, a Sepulchre, or Grave underground. For the 
third Name Her-LanD, it ſignifies 1 in Corniſh Engliſh, Hall Land, or a Land that had ſome notable 


Hall upon it; and for the terminative Particle land, as Engliſh, it ſignifies the ſame as Terra, Humus, 


Tellus, Solum, Earth, dry Ground, &c. Laſtly ; as Ifran is Hell in Corniſb, fo Tir, or Yer, is Land. 
That here was an endowed Rectory- Church before the Norman Conguef I make no Doubt, ſince in 
Dome*s-day Roll it's taxed by the Name of Helhlan; and alſo in the Inquiſition of the Biſhops of Lin- 
coln and Wincheſter into the Value of Church Benefices in Cornwal, 1294, Ecclefia de Hellan in Deca- 
natu de 7. rigminorſpire | is valued xl 5s. In Wool ſey's Inquiſition, 1521, 9 J. 13 5. 4 4d. The Patronage 
formerly in Bodman Prior, who endow'd it, afterwards in Heale and Bulteel, now in Robins, T; reſe, or 
Trelawny.

Note, that whoſoever'is poſſeſt in Fee of the Barton of f Helland 6 Bara-ton, i. e. the Bread Cn 
Lands in this Pariſh) is legal Patron of the ſame, paying only 40 f. per Annum to the Rector Incum- 


bent for the Time being, in full Satisfaction for all the Great and Small Tithes of the ſaid Barton, ac- 


cording to an antient Compoſition made between the firſt Rector thereof and the Prior of Bodman, 


who endowed it. Which Sum of :40 s. per Annum at the Time of the Inquiſition aforeſaid was the 


Value of the Tithes of the whole Farih.
